Adulterated  Drugs  in  Kent. 

Mr.  Adams,  analytical  chemist,  Maidstone,  reporting  to 
the  Kent  County  Council,  6tates  that  during  the  past  quarter 
he  has  analysed  eight  samples  of  spiiit  of  nitrous  ether  and 
found  seven  of  them  adulterated.  Three  out  of  nine  samples 
of  beeswax  were  adulterated.  In  the  Cranbrook  division  a 
prosecution  in  respect  of  beeswax  failed,  the  Justices  holding 
that  beeswax  was  not  a  drug  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 
A  case  had  been  stated,  and  the  opinion  of  the  Queen's  Bench 
is  to  be  taken  on  the  point.  Mr.  Adams  states  that  adultera- 
tion of  food  has  been  low ;  the  adulteration  of  drugs  is  very 
high. 

Chemists  at  Cricket. 

Allenburys  Ciicket  Club  met  Burgoynes  Cricket  Club  at 
Wadham  Lodge  on  May  23,  and  beat  them  by  44  runs 
and  1  wicket.  For  Burgoynes  Moxon  scored  50  (not  out) 
in  a  total  of  68.  Allenburys  made  112  for  9  wickets,  Ware 
scoring  33  (not  out),  Needham  26,  and  Rodgers  10. 

The  May  &  Baker  C.C.  opened  the  season  on  Saturday 
last  by  easily  defeating  Barron  Harveys  C.C.  Score:

Suicide  of  a  Chemist. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Fulbam  before  Mr.  C.  Luxmoore 
Drew,  on  May  22,  with  reference  to  the  death  of  Ernest 
Walter  Greaves  (24),  a  medical  student  at  St.  George's 
Hospital,  a  qualified  chemist,  and  dispenser  to  Dr.  Stewart, 
of  Fulham,  who  committed  suicide  on  the  previous  day  at 
794  Fulham  Road,  S.W.  Mr.  William  Samuel  Greaves, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  of  Ironville,  Derbyshire,  identified 
the  deceased  as  his  son,  whom  he  last  saw  alive  at  Christmas, 
when  he  appeared  a  little  out  of  sorts.  He  had  no  trouble, 
to  witness's  knowledge,  and  had  passed  his  examination. 
On  Thursday  morning  a  bright  and  cheerful  letter  was 
received  from  deceased,  and  a  few  hours  later  a  telegram 
from  Dr.  Stewart  announced  his  death.  The  deceased  was 
not  in  the  habit  of  taking  drugs,  and  witness  knew  of  no 
reason  why  he  should  take  his  own  life,  unless  he  was  run 
down  in  health  and  had  sleepless  nights  through  overstudy. 
Other  evidence  showed  that  the  deceased  had  seemed 
worried  of  late  apparently  in  view  of  his  examinations,  and 
that  he  had  been  unable  to  sleep  properly.  He  appeared  to 
have  injected  morphia  into  his  arm,  and,  havirg  broken  the 
needle  of  the  syringe,  he  then  seems  to  have  obtained  some 
tincture  of  aconite,  which,  it  was  believed,  had  occasioned 
hi3  death.  Dr.  Stewart,  his  employer,  said  he  was  very 
steady.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide  while 
temporarily  insane  through  overstudy. 

Nottingham  and  Notts  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at 
Nottingham  on  May  20.  Mr.  R.  FitzHngh,  J  P.,  presided. 
The  Secretary's  report  showed  the  society  to  be  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  The  evening  meetings  held  through- 
out the  winter  had  been  well  attended,  and  papers  of  much 
interest  were  read.  The  pharmaceutical  classes  held  at  the 
University  College  had  also  been  well  attended.     The  1 


officers  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  were : — President, 
Mr.  R.  FitzHugh  ;  Vice-President,  Mr.  A.  Middleton  ;  Trea- 
surer, Mr.  J.  Wilford ;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  Eberlin ; 
Council,  Messrs.  Bolton,  Beitby,  Beverley, Cook,  Gell,  Gascoyne, 
Mason,  and  Sergeant.  Mr.  R.  Widdowson  subsequently  read 
an  interesting  paper  on  "  Legislation  in  Pharmacy,"  the 
discussion  on  which  was  postponed  to  the  next  meeting. 

A  Doctor's  Fatal  Mistake. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  May  22,  at  Northampton,  on  the 
body  of  Mr.  William  Kennedy,  a  surgeon,  who  died  suddenly. 
The  evidence  showed  that  he  drank  about  8  oz.  of  colchicum- 
wine  in  mistake  for  beer. 

Carbolic  Acid  :   Still  they  Die. 

Ellen  Lawson,  nursemaid  at  Nottingham,  was  found  fault 
with  by  her  mistress  for  a  trifling  thing,  cried  a  little,  and 
then  took  carbolic  acid,  which  was  kept  for  the,  drains. 

George  Cowper,  a  page  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Plymouth, 
18  years  of  age,  committed  suicide  with  carbolic  acid  on 
Sunday.    Papers  relating  to  betting  were  found  upon  him. 

A  child  named  Oldfield,  aged  1  year  and  9  months,  died  at 
Oughtibridge,  Yorkshire,  on  May  18,  through  drinking  carbolic 
acid  which  had  been  left  in  a  window. 

Mary  Stephenson  (36),  a  Newcastle  married  woman,  de- 
terminedly committed  suicide,  on  Monday,  with  carbolic 
acid,  after  her  husband  had  taken  from  tier  and  destroyed 
one  bottle  of  the  acid. 

Poisons  in  Infirmaries. 

The  Birmingham  Board  of  Guardians  last  week  adopted? 
a  report  made  to  them  by  the  Workhouse  Infirmary  Manage- 
ment Committee,  who  had  considered  the  arrangements  in 
regard  to  hypodermic  injections  and  the  keeping  of  danger- 
ous drugs  in  the  wards,  consequent  on  the  recent  fatal 
mistake  in  administering  morphia.  The  report  stated  that 
the  medical  and  surgical  staff-officers  had  appended  their 
signatures  to  a  list  of  drugs  to  be  kept  in  the  wards,  with 
regulations  that  none  of  them  should  be  kept  in  the  wards 
longer  than  one  month  without  beiDg  sent  to  the  dispensary 
for  inspection,  and,  if  necessary,  renewal ;  that  they  should 
be  locked  up  in  separate  cupboards  (thekey3  being  in  charge 
of  the  head  nurse  of  the  ward,  who  alone  should  have  access 
to  them)  ;  and  that  hypodermic  injections  should  be  adminis- 
tered by,  or  in  the  presence  of,  a  resident  medical  officer, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  one  of  the  visiting-  officers. 

The  Board  Determined  about  the  Board. 

At  the  fortnightly  Wednesday  meeting  of  the  Wandsworth 
District  Board  of  Works  a  letter  was  read  from  Parke's 
Drug-stores  with  reference  to  the  Board's  order  for  proceed- 
ings to  be  taken  for  the  removal  of  the  obnoxious  sign  at 
141  High  Street,  Putney,  again  asking  on  what  grounds  its 
removal  was  required,  and  whether  similar  proceedings  were 
being  taken  with  other  local  tradesmen.  The  Clerk  said 
that  the  Board's  solicitor  bad  been  instructed  to  go  on  with 
legal  proceedings  to  compel  the  removal  of  Parke's  sign- 
board.   Tthe  Board  approved  and  the  subject  dropped. 

Assault  on  a  Chemist. 

At  the  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  Tuesday  a  young  man, 
named  Graham,  was  charged  before  Mr.  Hopkins  with  com- 
mitting a  violent  assault  upon  Mr.  Edward  Horton.  The 
prosecutor  said  he  was  a  chemist  by  profession,  and  on  the 
evening  of  Bank  Holiday  he  was  in  the  Brixton  Road  when 
he  was  set  upon  by  several  roughs,  of  whom  the  prisoner 
appeared  to  be  the  ringleader.  In  the  scuffle  which 
ensued  the  prisoner  dealt  him  a  violent  blow  in  the  chest 
and  then  attempted  to  run  away,  but  witness  captured  him 
and  gave  him  into  custody.  The  prisoner  expressed  his 
regret  and  said  he  must  have  been  under  the  influence  of 
drink,  as  he  had  no  recollection  of  what  had  taken  place. 
The  Magistrate  said  it  was  vile  conduct,  and  imposed  a  fine 
of  40*.  and  costs,  or  a  month. 

Theft  from  a  Chemist, 

At  Brighton  Police  Court  last  week  Blanche  Evelyn 
Dubois  (27)  was  charged  with  being  drunk  and  incapable, 
and  also  with  stealing  a  bottle  of  eau-de-Cologne  and  a  box 
of  tooth-paste,  value  Is  £d.,  the  property  of  William  Savage, 
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chemist,  from  the  counter  of  109  St.  James's  Street. 
Prisoner  was  found  at  the  bottom  of  St.  James's  Street  by 
P.C.  Cool  about  1  o'clock  on  Monday  afternoon  so  incapably 
drunk  that  he  was  obliged  to  requisition  the  ambulance  to 
take  her  to  the  Town  Hall.  As  she  was  beiDg  taken  off  the 
ambulance  something  was  heard  to  chink  in  her  pocket. 
This  was  found  to  be  the  articles  mentioned.  Inquiries 
were  made,  with  the  result  that  an  assistant  at  Mr.  Savage's 
shop  remembered  placing  them  on  the  counter  about 
9  o'clock  in  the  morning.  Mr.  Savage  remembered  prisoner 
coming  into  the  shop  about  11  o'clock  and  being  served  with 
something — he  believed  it  was  stamps — by  one  of  the 
assistants,  Prisoner  admitted  having  been  into  a  chemist's 
shop,  but  she  did  not  recollect  what  she  did.  The  stipendiary 
said  he  had  no  doubt  she  took  the  articles,  and  sentenced 
tier  to  twenty-one  days  hard  labour.

A  Mystery  Cleared  Up. 
Sir  Charles  Cameron  has  discovered  arsenic  in  the  intes- 
tines of  cattle,  a  herd  of  which  in  the  county  Kerry  became 
suddenly  ill,  several  dying.  Differences  of  opinion  had  arisen 
as  to  whether  the  cause  was  poison  or  anthrax  ;  a  V.S. 
inclined  to  the  latter  theory. 

The  late  Conductor  of  "  The  Hall." 
We  regret  to  announce  the  death,  at  the  early  age  of  36 
of  Mr.  Hatry  Clark,  M.P.S.I.,  conductor  (or  manager)  to  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland.  His  untimely  demise  occurred 
on  Tuesday,  May  19,  from  pneumonia,  after  a  very  brief 
illness— indeed,  he  was  at  business  on  the  previous  Tuesday 
Before  succeeding  Mr.  Jerred  at  "  The  Hall,"  he  had  been 
for  some  years  principal  compounder  at  the  J  A.  &  N 
Stores,  D'Oiier  Street,  Dublin  ;  and  he  was  regarded  as  a 
pharmacist  of  high  attainments.  He  was  also  well  known  as 
an  athlete. 

Medicine-contract  to  be  Cancelled. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Castlerea  Guardians  last  week  a 
letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government  Board  stating 
that  the  Guardians  appeared  to  be  deliberately  disregarding 
the  best  interests  of  the  ratepayers  by  entering  into  a  con- 
tract with  a  local  chemist  for  the  supply  of  medicines  at 
practically  retail  prices.  They  requested  them  to  re-consider 
their  action  and  enter  into  a  proper  contract.  If  the  bonds 
were  already  entered  into,  the  necessary  steps  should  be 
taken  to  put  an  end  to  the  contract.  One  of  the  Guardians 
said  there  were  tweDty  two  Guatdians  present  when  the  con- 
tract was  made,  and  the  Local  Government  Board  had  no 
right  to  interfere  ;  but,  after  some  discussion,  it  was  resolved 
that  the  bonds  be  sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board 
who  could  cancel  them  if  they  pleased.

Doubting  Thomas. 

Several  prosecutions  brought  last  week  at  Tralee  Petty 
Sessions  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  were  dismissed  on 
the  ground  that  the  mere  certificate  of  Sir  Charles  Cameron, 
public  analyst  for  the  county,  was  insufficient ;  that  the  Act 
required  the  attendance  of  the  analyst  in  propria  persona. 
Mr.  Thomas  Moran,  solicitor  for  the  defendants,  challenged 
the  prosecution  to  produce  Sir  Charles  Cameron,  whose 
existence,  he  believed,  was  a  myth. 

Medicine  Thieves. 

On  Saturday  last  Mr.  S  C.  Nicholl's  Medical  Hall,  Ballv- 
hackmore,  was  broken  into  and  a  large  sum  of  money  sttlen. 
The  police  are  tracking  the  thieves. 

A  man  has  been  committed  for  trial  at  Cork  on  a  charge 
of  obtaining  medicinps  from  Messrs.  Harrington  &  Son*  by 
false  pretences.  At  the  police-court  inquiry  Mr.  Fielding, 
manager  of  the  Cork  Chemical  and  Drug  Company,  stated 
that  the  prisoner  presented  an  order  purporting  to  be  signed 
by  Dr.  Lawton,  of  Midleton,  and  on  the  strength  of  that 
letter  witness  gave  him  the  medicine,  which  was  valued  at 
3s  and  5s.  in  cash.  Dr.  Lawton  denied  having  signed  the 
order,  and  stated  that  the  signature  was  a  clever  forgerv. 
The  prisoner,  who  is  concerned  in  other  similar  cases,  said 
it  was  all  through  drink,  but  that  excuse  was  not  accepted. 

Personal. 

Mr.  Michael  Hanrahan,  pharmaceutical  chemist  to  the 
Cork  Dispensary,  has  resigned  his  position  through  ill -health. 
A  laudatory  resolution  placing  on  record  the  value  of  his 
services  for  over  seven  years  has  been  adopted  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Joseph  Shepherd,  chemist,  Londonderry,  last  week 
rendered  valuable  service  as  an  amateur  surgeon.  A  man 
employed  on  the  railway  was  brought  to  him  having  severed 
an  artery  in  his  hand.  Mr.  Shepherd  promptly  stopced  the 
bleeding,  dressed  the  wound,  and  then  sent  the  sufferer  to 
the  railway  dector. 

Tb.3  Risks  of  an  Infirmary.

Workhouse  Infirmary  the  Local  Government  Board  has 
drawn  the  attention  of  the  Guardians  to  the  fact  that  the 
assistant-nurse,  on  being  tested,  failed  with  the  help  of  a 
measure-glass  to  measure  correctly  tabiespoDnfuls,  dessert- 
spoonfuls, &c.

A  Dispute  between  Chemists. 

In  the  Court  of  Session,  on  Tuesday,  the  record  was 
closed  in  an  action  brought  by  John  Arthur  Gibson, 
chemist  and  druggist,  8  Nicolson  Street  and  19  South 
Clerk  Street,  Edinburgh,  trading  as  Gibson  &  Co.,  against 
Anderson  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  of  Junction  Bridge, 
Leitb.  Plaintiff  claims  500?.  as  compensation  for  alleged 
breach  of  agreement.  He  states  that  he  had  had  a  long 
series  of  transactions  with  the  defendant,  the  result  of  which 
was  that  he  owed  them,  on  November  5  last,  a  balance  for 
goods  supplied  of  43Z.  14s.  6d.  About  that  date,  he  alleges, 
without  any  warning  or  preliminary  request  for  payment, 
a  debts-recovery  summons  was  served  upon  him  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  defendants,  for  payment  of  the  balance.  He 
was  on  the  Continent  at  the  time,  by  order  of  his  medical 
attendant,  but  bis  manager  called  on  the  defendants,  and 
Mr.  Anderson  then  said  that,  if  the  manager  would  pay  251. 
in  cash  he  would  accept  it  to  account,  and  allow  plaintiff 
reasonable  time  to  pay  the  balance.  It  was  also  alleged 
that  Mr.  Anderson  told  the  manager  that  if  the  money  was 
paid  there  would  be  no  occasion  for  him  to  attend  or  be 
represented  at  the  Court,  as  he  would  stop  the  proceedings. 
The  251.  was  duly  paid,  but  the  case  was  heard  in  Court,  and 
decree  in  absence  was  passed  against  him.  The  arrange- 
ment, he  says,  was  made  on  November  8,  and  the  Court  pro- 
ceeding took  place  on  the  11th.  It  is  averred  that  on 
account  of  his  name  appearing  in  the  black-list  the  plaintiff 
has  sustained  serious  loss  and  damage,  and  that  his 
mercantile  reputation  has  been  seriously  affected.  The 
defendants  say  that  plaintiff  had  failed,  as  arranged,  to  pay 
for  goods  supplied  by  cheque  regularly  each  month,  and 
that  as  repeated  requests  for  payment  were  of  no  avail  they 
had  no  alternative  but  to  institute  proceedings.  The  arrange- 
ment referred  to  is  admitted,  but  it  is  averred  that  the 
defendants  instructed  their  agent  to  stop  proceedings.  They 
deny  that  any  arrangement  was  made  with  plaintiff  that  he 
need  not  be  represented  in  Court.  The  instruction  to  stop 
proceedings  was  posted  to  the  agent  on  Saturday,  Novem- 
ber 9,  so  that  he  would  get  it  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
delivery  that  night,  and  the  Court  was  held  on  Monday, 
November  11.  Defendants  deny  liability,  but  regret  extremely 
if  the  plaintiff  has  been  put  to  inconvenience  by  the  decree 
passed  against  him,  and  tender  51.  5s.  in  name  of  damages, 
with  expenses  in  full.  Issues  have  been  ordered  for  the 
trial  of  the  action  before  a  jury.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.') 


At  the  Paeis  Society  of  Pharmacy's  last  meeting' 
Mr.  Nelvil  Saint  Cyr,  of  Hayti,  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain,  was  mentioned  amongst 
those  proposed  as  corresponding  members  of  the  Paris 
Society. 

The  Sudden  Death  is  announced,  at  Lyons,  on  May  26, 
of  M.  Raulin,  doyen  of  the  Faculty  of  Sciences  of  that  town* 
and  professor  of  chemistry.  He  had  held  the  latter  position 
for  fifteen  years.  M.  Raulin  wes  tii  organiser  of  the  School 
of  Industrial  Chemistry  at  Lyors,  which  has  rendered  great 
service  to  the  local  industry.   He  was  59  years  of  age. 

No  Partnership  in  Pharmacy.— At  the  last  meeting 
of  the  General  Association  of  Pharmaciens  of  France  M^ 
Crinon  announced  that  the  Tribunal  of  Commerce  of  Nantes 
had  recently  given  a  decision  regarding  a  partnership  that 
existed  between  M.  Felix  Martin,  pharmacien  of  that  town 
and  a  capitalist.  The  Tribunal  declared  the  combination  tc 
be  illegal,  and  ordered  the  partnership  to  be  liquidated. 

City  Dues  on  Medicinal  Preparations.— For  a  long 
time  French  pharmacists  were  in  litigation  with  the  Excise 
authorities  in  regard  to  municipal  dues  on  medicinal  wines. 
The  matter  was  finally  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
pharmacists.  The  Octroi  authorities  have  now  discovered 
a  new  claim.  They  propose  to  tax  all  preparations  con- 
taining grease  or  oil  at  the  rate  of  the  ingredient  paying  the 
highest  tariff.  This  demand  is  being  legally  contested  on 
behalf  of  pharmacists.  Their  contention  is  that  a  "  tax  on 
illness  "  is  inadmissible. 

The  Assistants'  General  Association. — The  com- 
mittee of  this  proposed  association  state  that  so  far  1,000 
pharmaciens  in  business  have  notified  their  willingness  to  be- 
come members.  "  The  object  in  view,"  they  say,  "  is  simply  tc- 
raise  the  prestige  and  dignity  of  assistants,  and  to  obtain 
for  them  that  consideration  to  which  they  are  entitled  as  an 
educated  class  of  employes."  The  guarantees  offered  by  the 
General  Association  will  facilitate  this,  and  as  pharmaciens 
will  be  in  the  majority  on  the  Society's  committee,  they  will 
be  able  to  control  the  working  of  its  affairs.  Travellers  for 
chemical  and  drug  houses  are  to  be  admitted  as  active 
members. 

Pharmacy  at  Toulouse. — While  passing  through  Tou- 
louse a  few  days  ago,  I  had  an  opportunity  of  meeting  M, 
Delieux,  Treasurer  of  the  Society  of  Pharmacy  of  the  South- 
West  of  France,  at  his  officine,  9  Rue  de  Remusat.  He  spoke 
with  a  good  deal  of  enthusiasm  about  the  present  educa- 
tional advantages  of  his  town.  Referring  especially  to  the 
pharmaceutical  section  of  the  faculty,  he  mentioned  that 
they  have  about  200  students  inscribed  there.  He  considers 
the  laboratories  at  the  Toulouse  School  of  Pharmacy  are  the 
best  in  France,  a  result  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  M. 
Dupuy,  Professor  of  Pharmacy.  M.  Delieux  also  dwelt  on 
the  fact  that  living  is  cheap  at  Toulouse    He  mentioned 
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that  they  were  turning  out  some  forty  or  fifty  pharmaciens 
yearly  from  the  school,  which  is  beyond  the  demand.  He 
thinks  that  sixty  pharmacists  to  a  population  of  150,000 
persons,  which  is  what  they  have  in  Toulouse,  are  too  many. 
Competition,  he  reported,  is  fairly  keen,  specialities  being 
"  cut "  very  fine  by  some  five  or  six  shops,  but  not,  he  thinks, 
quite  as  low  as  in  Paris.  Speaking  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Congress  held  at  Marseilles  last  year,  M.  Delieux  mentioned 
that  he  thought  it  was  organised  to  show  Parisians  that  the 
provincials  could  act  for  themselves.  I  visited  the  College 
of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy,  opened  by  President  Carnot  in 
1891 ;  it  is  a  handsome  building  in  white  stone,  busts  of  some 
half-dozen  medical  and  scientiSc  celebrities  adorning  the 
facade.  Next  to  the  building  is  the  Academy  of  Sciences, 
and  near  by  is  the  Museum  of  Natural  History,  which 
occupies  an  old  convent.  These  buildings,  together  with  the 
Botanical  Garden,  are  surrounded  by  the  Jardin  des  Plantes, 
a  very  pleasant  and  spacious  park. 

The  Stndical  Chamber  of  Paeis  Phabmacists  (Seine 
Department)  changed  its  officers  last  month,  M.  Riethe 
becoming  president  and  M.  Boulay  vice-president.  M.  Deglos 
retires  from  the  general  secretaryship  in  favour  of  M.  Cappez. 
MM.  Labelonje  and  Crinon  continue  to  occupy  the  posts  of 
treasurer  and  archivist,  which  they  have  held  for  twenty -five 
years  past.  A  representative  of  the  C.  §  B.  called  on  M. 
Cappez  at  his  pharmacy  near  the  Gare  St.-Lazare  a  few  days 
ago  and  chatted  with  him  about  current  events  in  connection 
with  French  pharmacy.  The  conversation  turned  on  the 
subject  of  the  recent  Press  campaign,  and  M.  Cappez  men- 
tioned that  the  Disciplinary  Committee  had  taken  measures 
to  refute  the  imputations  made  by  a  certain  portion  of  the 
Paris  Press  that  the  black  sheep  of  the  profession  have  prac- 
tically a  free  hand.  The  Syndical  Chamber  does  not  seem 
disposed  to  accept  the  opinion  of  M.  Renault,  the  eminent 
counsellor,  regarding  the  illegality  of  forming  an  anti-cutting 
combination  for  keeping  up  the  prices  of  pharmaceutical 
specialities,  in  spite  of  the  recent  adverse  decision  given  at 
Lyons  against  the  Association  of  Mineral-Water  Dealers 
Other  legal  opinions  are  to  be  obtained,  and  there  is  some 
talk  of  calling  a  large  meeting  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
during  the  latter  part  of  June  to  discuss  the  speciality  ques- 
tion. M.  Riethe  still  hopes  to  come  to  some  kind  of  an 
understanding  with  the  patent- medicine  makers,  though  a 
number  of  less  sanguine  pharmacists  already  despair  of  any 
practical  result.  M.  Cappez  said  that  the  syndicate  is 
following  with  interest  the  experiment  made  for  the  sale  of 
a  new  medicated  wine,  known  as  the  "  Vin  de  l'Etoile,"  which 
a  section  of  the  Paris  pharmacists  have  brought  out  to  com- 
pete with  some  of  the  excessively- cut  articles.  Each  bottle 
of  this  particular  wine  is  supplied  with  a  ticket  attached, 
which  entitles  the  retailer  to  90c.  (9d.),  providing  he  has  sold 
the  bottle  at  the  full  marked  price  of  3f.  (2s.  Qd.).  He  signs 
an  engagement  on  each  ticket  to  pay  a  fine  of  300f.  (121.)  if 
the  wine  has  been  sold  at  a  discount.  This  little  combina- 
tion has  yet  to  receive  the  stamp  of  legality,  and  the  group 
who  are  working  it  would  seem  to  run  the  risk  of  having  a 
law-suit  brought  against  them,  perhaps  at  the  instigation  of 
the  manufacturers  of  specialities,  whose  goodwill  M.  Petit 
and  other  leading  French  pharmacists  have  taken  such  pains 
to  obtain  in  the  interests  of  the  profession. 


J  arts  &u$max  Bthaal  of  ^Hximtu. 


MPLANCHON,  in  his  annual  official  report  on  the  Paris 
.  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy  for  the  scholastic  year 
1894-95,  states  that  the  total  number  of  students  is  1,802.  or 
86  more  than  during  the  preceding  twelve  months.  Far, 
however,  from  expressing  satisfaction  at  the  increasing 
number  of  students,  M.  Planchon  points  out  that  the  work 
of  the  school  is  considerably  hindered  by  want  of  space, 
especially  in  the  laboratories  for  practical  work.  He  approves 
the  principle  of  equipping  provincial  schools  as  completely 
as  the  Parisian,  so  as  to  prevent  an  undue  influx  of 
provincials  to  the  metropolis  ;  and  he  expresses  a  hope  that 
when  the  "  too  lengthily  elaborated  "  Pharmacy  Act  becomes 
law,  the  second-class  pharmacists'  degree  will  be  abolished, 
which  will  enable  him  to  "  still  farther  raise  the  scientific 
status  of  the  school."    It  may  be  remarked  that  the  per-  | 


centage  of  students  for  the  second-class  diploma  continually 
decreases ;  over  two-thirds  of  the  students  now  inscribe 
themselves  for  the  first-class  degree. 

Unlike  the  School  of  Medicine,  where  lady  students  and 
foreigners  are  so  numerous  (there  are  three  English  and' 
151  Russian  lady  students,  also  193  Russians  and  15  English- 
men there),  the  foreign  element  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
is  but  small.  Of  the  twenty-seven  born  outside  France, 
eight  are  Tarks  and  four  Russians  (including  one  lady). 
There  are  no  English  subjects ;  and  the  French  lady  students 
do  not  number  half  a  dozen. 

Diplomas  were  granted  to  144  first-class  and  34  second- 
class  pharmacists,  while  two  pharmacists,  MM.  Galaine  and 
Oliviero,  obtained  the  "  diplome  superieur."  The  former 
presented  a  thesis  on  "  Compensating  Densimeters,"  the  latter 
on  "  Essential  Oil  of  Valerian."  The  superior  diploma  was 
founded  in  1878  and  is  equivalent  to  a  doctorate.  It  qualifies 
its  possessors  for  professorships  in  the  Superior  School  of 
Pharmacy  or  for  the  chair  of  pharmaceutical  sciences  in. 
mixed  faculties. 

Besides  these,  111  herborists  presented  themselves  for 
examination,  to  75  of  whom  certificates  were  granted.  M._ 
Planchon  regrets  to  observe  that  the  diminution  in  these 
recently  noted  was  only  temporary,  and  that  these  l:  too 
numerous  "  practitioners  still  carry  on  a  "  clandestine  com- 
petition "  with  the  qualified  pharmacists.  "The  hour  has 
come,"  he  considers,  "  to  cut  out  the  evil  by  the  roots." 

The  library  of  the  school  is  too  small,  and  the  architect 
has  prepared  plans  for  enlarging  it.  M.  Planchon  hopes 
these  will  be  carried  out  speedily.  The  book-purchasing 
budget  is  small,  and  is  nearly  all  spent  on  periodicals,  which 
daily  become,  says  M.  Planchon,  not  only  more  numerous, 
but  more  expensive.  He  especially  mentions  that  the 
"Journal  of  the  London  Chemical  Society"  has  raised  its 
subscription  by  25  per  cent,  since  last  January. 

He  might  console  himself  by  the  reflection  that  he  is  better 
off  than  the  School  of  Medicine,  where  want  of  funds  has 
compelled  discontinuance  of  60  periodicals,  and  binding  is  a 
thing  of  the  past.  Dr.  Brouardel  reports,  in  connection  with 
that  school,  that  unless  he  gets  another  500^  per  annum  and 
a  special  grant  of  1,000^.,  the  best  thing  for  the  library  to- 
do  is  to  shut  up  altogether.

Baltimore  imported  237,306  packages  of  chemicals  last, 
year  ;  219,783  in  1894. 

Me.  T.  H.  Hustwick,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  of  Welling- 
ton, New  Zealand,  has  been  appointed  inspector  and  analy- 
tical chemist  under  the  Alcoholic  Liquors  Sale  Control 
Amendment  Act,  1895.  Mr.  Hustwick  is  an  old  Bloomsbury 
Square  man,  and  passed  the  Major  in  1861,  being  one  of  the 
three  honour's  men  in  his  year. 

Suicide  at  an  Exhibition. — A  singular  suicide  has 
taken  place  in  the  building  for  chemical  industry  at  the 
Millennial  Exhibition  in  Budapest.  A  man  of  about  35 
walked  up  to  an  exhibit  where  a  vial  of  solution  of  prnssic 
acid  was  shown,  seized  it  and  drank  off  the  contents  in  the 
presence  of  a  considerable  number  of  visitors.  He  fell  down 
deid  on  the  spot,  and  has  not  been  identified. 

Singular  Death  at  Johannesburg;  — At  Johannesburg, 
on  May  2,  a  young  fellow  named  Forth,  a  local  chemist's 
assistant,  died  under  singular  circumstances.  A  few  weeks 
ago  he  went  to  the  hospital  and  asked  to  be  admitted  as  he 
felt  he  was  dying.  The  authorities  could  not  then  take  him 
in,  but  promised  to  do  so  in  the  course  of  a  few  days,  when 
one  of  the  pitieats  would  be  discharged  and  a  bed  made 
available.  Although  arrangements  had  been  made  for  his 
reception  he  did  not  return,  and  on  the  very  day  he  should 
have  gone  in  the  hospital  the  unfortunate  young  fellow  called 
at  an  undertaker's  and  wanted  to  pick  out  his  coffin  because 
he  felt  he  was  dying.  Whilst  conversing  with  the]  under- 
taker he  fell  to  the  floor,  and  very  quickly  died.  gjjt 

Central  American  Exhibition. — We  have  received 
from  the  Foreign  Office  a  copy  of  a  despatch  from  the 
British  Consul  at  Guatemala  in  which  full  particulars  oE 
|  the  exhibition  to  be  held  there  next  year  are  given,  \In. 
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addition  to  the  information  printed  in  our  last  issue,  it  may 
be  mentioned  that,  in  addition  to  the  usual  prizes  and  medals, 
there  are  to  be  awarded  six  prizes  of  $£00  each  for  the  six 
•exhibitors  who  have  most  distinguished  themselves  among 
those  to  whom  the  diploma  of  grand  prize  is  awarded  ;  six 
pr:'z?s  of  $100  each  for  the  six  exhibitors  similarly  distin- 
guished among  those  gaining  the  gold  medal ;  and  eighty 
similar  prizes,  ranging  from  $500  to  $100  each,  for  the  most 
prominent  exhibitors  to  whom  silver  or  prize  medals  or 
honourable  mentions  have  been  awarded.  It  is  further  pro- 
vided that  any  professionally  unknown  or  little-known 
articles  exhibited  which  are  found  to  be  particularly  useful 
to  agricultural  industry  in  Guatemala  will  be  allowed  to  be 
imported  free  of  duty  into  the  Republic. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  shareholders  in  the  West  Java 
Cinchona  Company  was  held  in  Amsterdam  last  week.  It 
was  announced  that,  after  the  sale  of  one  of  the  estates 
belonging  to  the  company,  there  was  a  net  profit  left  for 
1895  of  12,030f.  This  amount  was  carried  over,  no  divi- 
dend being  declared  The  prospectus  has  been  issued 

of  a  quinine-factory  to  be  established  in  the  island  of 
Java,  under  the  name  of  the  "  Bandoengsche  Kinine- 
fabtiek,"  with  a  capital  of  400,000f.,  in  shares  of  250£  each. 
The  share  capital  is  divided  into  four  series,  which  are  to 
be  issued  successively  as  required,  the  last  within  ten  years, 
ifor  the  present  only  the  first  series  of  lOOOOOf.  will  be 
placed  upon  the  market.  It  is  estimated  that  the  total  cost 
of  the  factory  will  amount  to  50,000f.  The  working  capital 
is  to  be  10,000f.,  and  the  remaining  40,000f.  of  the  issue  will 
foe  divided  among  the  four  promoters  as  recompense  for  the 
experiments  made  by  them  during  several  years  in  the  manu- 
facture of  cinchona  alkaloids.  These  experiments,  it  is 
said,  cost  2O,O00f.,  half  of  what  the  promoters  will  actually 
receive.  The  promoters  -will  further  obtain  10  per  cent,  of 
any  profits  that  may  be  made  beyond  6  per  cent,  on  the  first 
issue  of  capital,  and  20  per  cent,  on  each  new  series  as  it  is 
issued.  It  is  expected  that  the  Output  at  the  beginning  will 
be  about  15,000  kilos,  of  quinine  a  year. 

Medical  Peactitionebs  in  Cape  Colony. — The  annual 
reportof  the  Cape  Colony  Colonial  Medical  Council  for  the  year 
1895  has  just  been  issued.  The  Council  remarks  "  that  if  the 
number  of  medical  men  seeking  registration  may  be  accepted 
as  an  index  of  the  progress  of  a  community,  then  it  is  beyond 
question  that  the  colony  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  has  made 
a  substantial  advance  in  the  East;  year,  there  having  been 
sixty-two  applicants  during  1895  for  licence  to  practise 
medicine,  as  compaied  with  thirty-nine  the  previous  twelve 
months.  Of  the  applications  fifty-nine  were  accepted.  In 
connection  with  the  subject  of  the  amendment  of  the  present 
Act,  the  Council  has  to  report  that  strenuous,  but  unfortun- 
ately again  unsuccessful,  efforts  were  made  during  the  past 
year  to  secure  Parliamentary  sanction  for  those  changes 
which  experience  has  indicated  to  be  necessary,  and  which 
have  been  represented  in  previous  reports.  To  this  end,  as 
the  divergence  of  views  on  certain  points  between  the  Council 
and  the  Pharmacy  Board  had  been  specified  as  one  of  the 
causes  which  prevented  legislation  in  the  year  1894,  a  con- 
ference was  arranged  and  held  between  the  two  bodies  in  the 
month  of  February,  1895,  and  although  it  was  found  impossible 
to  arrive  at  a  modus  vivendi  on  certain  crucial  points,  the 
exchange  of  views  which  took  place  was  found  advantageous 
in  m&ny  ways.  In  addition  to  this  action  the  Council,  in 
the  hops  of  facilitating  the  preparation  of  an  amending  Act, 
had  its  proposals  drawn  up  in  proper  form  a=  a  draft  Bill, 
and  submitted  them  thus  to  the  Government  with  an  earnest 
reque-t  that  they  might  be  laid  before  Parliament  without 
delay ;  but,  although  a  Bill  embodying  some  of  the  proposals 
was  duly  framed  by  the  Government,  it  was  unfortunately 
found  impracticable  to  deal  with  the  matter  during  the  past 
session."  The  Bill  is  down  for  hearing,  we  believe,  this 
=session,  and  includes  a  clause  for  allowing  doctors  to  ran 
their  own  drug  shops.

English  Camphoe  is  not,  according  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Era,  popular  in  the  United  States,  "  owing  to  the 
awkward,  bell-shaped  cakes  in  which  it  commonly  comes"  ; 
but  we  may  point  out  that  it  can  be  obtained  in  cubes  or 
any  desired  shape  at  33  per  cent,  below  American  prices. 
It  appears  that  the  high  price  of  camphor  has  been  a  blessing 
to  manufacturers  of  camphor  substitutes,  of  which  the  besc 
known  are  naphthalan  balls  and  pitch  paper,  and  the  sale 
of  these  moth  preventives  has  attained  enormous  proportions. 
All  over  the  East  Side  in  New  York  the  druggists  have  their 
windows  full  of  naphthalin  balls. 
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THE  unnatural  proceeding  of  holding  scientific  meetings  in 
the  summer  months  is  emphasised  once  a  fortnight  at 
Burlington  House,  W.,  by  gradually  diminishing  audiences 
at  the  Chemical  Society.  Perhaps  the  programme  was  as 
much  as  the  weather  responsible  for  the  rather  meagre 
attendance  last  Thursday  evening,  May  21,  for  Mr.  Chatta- 
way,  of  St.  Bart's,  and  Mr.  E.  C.  T.  Evans  on  "  Metadiphenyl- 
benzene,"  and  Dr.  Stanley  Kipping  on  the  "  Derivatives  of 
Camphoric  Acid,"  did  not  furnish  items  calculated  to  draw  a 
crowd.  The  diphenylbenzenes  are  not  of  absorbing  interest 
to  the  drug-trade,  and  they  might  never  have  been  heard  of 
at  all  if  such  men  as  Kekule  and  Van  t'Hoff  had  not  lived 
and  indicated  the  attainable  by  figure  and  formula,  thereby 
setting  young  organic  chemists  to  seek  after  them.  Metadi- 
phenylbenzene  is  one  of  these  attainable  but  hitherto 
unknown  bodies.  It  is  known  to  have  a  brother  and  sister, 
iso  and  para  diphenylbenzene,  the  properties  of  which  have 
been  studied  by  Berthelot,  Riese,  Schultz,  and  others;  but 
they  are  of  so  little  interest  that  one  cannot  find  much  about 
them  in  chemistry  text-books.  Nearly  all  that  Mr.  Cbatta- 
way  said  about  them,  up  to  the  isolation  and  study  of 
metadiphenylbenzene,  can  be  seen  in  Watts's  "  Dictionary," 
ed.  i.,  vol.  viii.,  pt.  i.  It  may  be  explained  that  when 
benzene  is  passed  through  a  red-hot  tube  amongst  the  pro- 
ducts of  decomposition  are  found  a  condensation  of  three 
molecules  of  benzene  minus  four  atoms  of  hydrogen,  there- 
fore C1SHH,  or  CBff5.C6H4  C6H5.  This  is  diphenylbenzene. 
The  meta  modification  of  this  has  been  isolated  for  the  first 
time  from  the  products  by  Mr.  Chattaway  and  his  colleagues, 
and  they  described  its  properties.  It  melts  at  84-°  C  ,  and 
boils  at  369°,  while  the  para  melts  at  205°  and  boils  above 
360°,  and  the  iso  melts  at  85°  and  boils  about  360°,  but  the 
latter  figures  may  be  corrected  as  the  present  research 
proceeds. 

The  "  derivatives  of  camphoric  acid "  gave  Dr.  Kipping 
the  opportunity  of  putting  down  a  host  of  formnloe  and 
equations  on  the  blackboard,  preceded  by  a  humble  apology, 
which  was  discounted  by  the  appearance  of  the  Society's 
porter  with  the  electric  lantern,  from  which  the  members 
expected  to  have  a  treat.  The  presence  of  two  well-known 
camphor-sublimers  in  the  room  helped  to  accentuate  the 
probable  utilitarian  interest  of  the  communication ;  but  Dr. 
Kipping  had  not  proceeded  far  before  it  became  painfully 
evident  that  the  camphor-forests  have  not  yielded  their 
secret  to  Exhibition  Road,  and  that  we  are  still  as  far  off  as 
ever  from  the  rationale  of  how  camphor  is  built  up. 
With  that  the  sublimers  withdrew.  The  chief  interest  of 
the  communication  lay  in  the  repeated  failure  to  break  down 
the  double  link  which  all  theorists  agree  exists  in  camphor, 
and  the  mastery  of  which  will  lead  to  its  synthesis.  In  the 
course  of  the  attacks  upon  the  molecule  (camphor,  C10H16O) 
it  was  observed  that  C10H15BrO  readily  lent  itself  to  sulphona- 
tion,  and  while  in  the  sulphonated  state  a  second  Br  was 
easily  introduced  into  the  molecule,  and  on  heating  the  S02 
was  driven  off,  C10H14Br.,O  remaining.  This  is  air-di- 
bromo- camphor,  and  after  a  deal  of  trouble  the  author  has 
been  able  to  oxidise  this  body  with  the  formation  of  trans- 
Tr-camphanic  acid,  C10H,4O4,  which  is  a  lactone,  and  from 
this  trans-camphotricarboxylic  acid  was  prepared,  also  the 
els  modification  of  the  same.  Both  are  exceedingly  stable 
bodies. 

Many  other  new  compounds  were  prepared,  but  the  last- 
named  formed  the  text  of  the  next  paper,  which  was  by 
Mr.  W.  J.  Pope  on  "  Some  Substances  exhibiting  Rotatory 
Power,  both  in  the  Liquid  and  Crystalline  States."  Mr. 
Pope  explained  that  there  are  thousands  of  bodies  which 
exhibit  rotatory  power  in  solution,  eighteen  or  twenty  in  the 
crystalline  state,  and  only  two  which  show  it  in  both  con- 
ditions— viz.,  matico  camphor  and  rubidium  tartrate.  On 
examining  cis- Tr-camphanic  acid  he  found  that  it  behaves 
exactly  like  matico  camphor,  and  trans-camphotricarboxylio 
acid  also  appeared  to  have  a  similar  effect  on  polarised  light ; 
but  closer  examination  showed  that  the  apparently  hexagonal 
crystal  was  really  a  six-sided  "  complicated  twin,"  made  up 
of  ortho- rhombic  crystals,  and  these  gave  the  polaric  figure 
in  the  same  way  a9  crossed  sheets  of  mica  do,  or  as  strych- 
nine-sulphate crystals,  which  are  composed  of  a  series  of 


lamina:.  Mr.  Pope's  communication  was  made  ver'cally,  and 
was  rendered  exceedingly  interesting  by  diagrams  on  the 
blackboard. 

A  paper  by  Dr.  Mackenzie,  of  Edinburgh,  on  "  Dimethozyda  - 
meihylmethane"  brought  the  meeting  to  a  close.  We  oug-ht 
to  mention  that  it  was  Dr.  Norman  Collie  who  used  the 
lantern  to  show  two  pages  of  the  BericMe  containing 
camphor  formulas  by  Tiemann.  Dr.  Collie  intimated  that; 
he  abandoned  his  own  formula  for  camphor.  He  has  become 
a  worshipper  of  Tiemann.  The  President  (Mr.  Vernon  Har- 
court)  mentioned  before  the  members  retired  that  this  was 
the  first  occasion  during  his  presidency  that  the  whole  o2 
the  papers  on  the  programme  had  been  disposed  of.

THE  Queen's  Birthday  is  a  very  real  fchmg  to  the  in 
habitants  of  Modern  Athens — it  is  a  public  holiday. 
Her  Majesty's  Lord  High  Commissioner  opens  the  assembly 
of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  chemists'  assistants  have 
"a  good  time."    So  it  happened  that  on  Thursday  of  last; 
week  about  fifty  members  of  the  Edinburgh  Chemists 
Assistants'  and  Apprentices' Association — some  of  them  with 
sisters  or  sweethearts — journeyed  to  Dundee,  on  the  invita- 
tion of  Mr.  Patrick  Geddes,  Professor  of  Botany  at  the 
University  College  there.    As  a  preliminary  to  their  visit  to 
the  College  they  did  the  Museum  and  the  "  Law,"  which  is 
a  hill  at  the  back  of  the  town  whereon  the  Picts  once  had  a 
fort,  but  it  is  only   used  now  for  climbing   above  the 
influence  of  Dundee's  chimneys,  and  their  "  reek,"  to  view 
the  glories  beyond.    After  that  the  company  lunched  in. 
"  Lamb's "  with  Professor  Geddes,  Mr.  Robert  Smith,  hie> 
assistant,  and  Miss  Ritchie,  his  secretary,  as  their  guests*. 
Adjourning  to  the  University  College,  Professor  Geddes 
showed  them  the  botanic  garden,  and  gave  a  demonstration 
lecture  in  that  peculiar  renascence  style  which  "  Patrick 
Geddes  and  Colleagues  "  are  making  familiar  in  the  "  Ever*! 
green."    He  spoke  of  the  possibilities  of  town  gardening, 
of  the  necessity  of  choosing  the  right  plants,  and  planting: 
them  in  the  right  places.    No  desert,  he  said,  but  might 
blossom ;  no  soil  in  Nature,  however  poor,  but  might 
be  made  to  bloom.     In    study  he    insisted    upon  the 
necessity  of  first-hand  observation  and  of  learning  only 
what  one  wanted  to  know.    There  was  a  period  of  the  year, 
during  the  winter,  in  which  they  studied  botany,  and  tbab 
indoors,  in  which  they  made  post-mortem  examinations  aaeJ 
wrote  out  the  result  of  their  studies.    Then  they  projecteci 
their  winter  botany  throughout  the  year,  whereas  bolany< 
was  really  the  science  of  summer.    But  it  was  difficult  for. 
people  in  town  to  get  the  impression  of  the  seasonal  year 
They  weie  apt  to  miss,  for  instance,  the  spring  scene  o£ 
snowdrop,  the  scene  of  crocus,  of  narcissus,  of  lilac,  ana  the 
like.    But  it  was  simply  by  enjoying  the  spectacle  of  the 
flowers  that  botany  was  to  be  learned.  One  might  laborious}}? 
endeavour  to  get  up  lines  of  music  by  rote,  and  might 
even  be  able  to  reproduce  them  from  memory,  but  that 
would  not  make  one  a  musician.    Botany  was  one  of  ibe- 
subjects  which  readily  lent  itself  to  be  learned  in  this  stupid- 
way — without  meaning,  without  even  an  instrument  or  any- 
thing else.    The  best  text-books,  he  believed,  were  bcoks 
which  like  "Flora  Feast,"  by  Walter  Crane,  had.  caught  the 
spirit  of  the  subject,  and  those  which  taught  in  relation 
to  the  seasons ;  old  books  such  as  Gilbert  White's  "  Selbome,"' 
and  Richard  Jeffreys's  on  to  Thoreaw's  and  Thomson's  - 
or  books,  again,  like  "Through  the  Fields  with  Linnseus,"  a 
more  important  and  observant  naturalist  than  any  of  the- 
present  century,  with  the  exception  of  Darwin.    These  gave 
descriptions  of  the  actual  world,  while  all  our  seieace  back, 
to  geography,  back  to  astronomy,  was  a  study  of  the  world 
through  the  seasons.    He  pointed  out  how  in  the  train  iioza. 
Edinburgh  to  Dundee  one  might  get  not  simply  a  little  sec- 
tion of  Scottish  scenery,  but  a  very  large  section  of  the- 
scenery  of  the  world.    Any  park  around  them  was  ai^, 
example  of  the  Southern  slopes  of  the  great  mountains,  of 
the  pastures  leadiDg  up  to  the  forests  in  a  moderately  tem  - 
perate climate.    On  the  rockwork  they  bad  alpine  plants 
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such  as  made  Switzerland  the  garden  of  the  world.  The 

bits  of  scenery  by  the  shore,  too,  were  worth  noticing  ;  some- 
times, as  at  Abeidonr  Woods,  the  forest  sloped  down  to  the 
sea  or  came  oat  into  barrenness  like  the  great  tundras  of 
Northern  Russia,  of  Lapland,  the  desert  of  the  North.  There 
were  the  dry  regions  with  the  heather,  and  the  wet  ones 
with  the  willows.  In  the  patch  of  sand-dunes  they  had  not 
simply  the  little  landscape  they  saw  but  the  level  shores  of 
Northern  Europe,  just  as  one  coming  from  Edinburgh  and 
looking  up  the  Forth  might  see  something  of  the  coast  of 
Norway,  while  the  Firth  of  Tay  was  the  great  fiord  of  the 
"Northern  world.  And  so  in  one's  busy  town  life  one  had 
the  possibilities  of  gardening,  and  the  possibilities  of  seeing 
not  only  local  scenery  but  the  scenery  of  the  world. 

Following  this  original  contribution  to  the  study  of  botany 
came  some  laboratory  experiments  by  Mr.  Smitb,  and  a  drive 
via  Lochee  to  Balruddery,  where  they  made  a  thorough 
inspection  of  the  splendid  gardens  and  conservatories  of 
Mr.  J.  Martin  White,  M.P.,  who  has  done  all  he  could  to 
promote  technical  education  in  Forfarshire.  Professor 
Geddes  left  no  stone  unturned  to  make  the  young  chemists 
enjoy  themselves,  and  as  it  was  a  rare  experience  for  them 
to  have  a  pharmaceutical  examiner  endeavour  to  how  show 
things  should  be  learnt,  they  returned  to  Edinburgh  with  the 
.happiest  recollections  in  their  minds.

THE  DENTISTS  ACT. 

At  the  Newport  Borough  Police  Court  on  May  22  Walter 
Frederick  Joll,  manager  for  Messrs.  Goodman  &  Co.,  of  High 
Street,  was  summoned  under  section  3  of  the  Dentists  Act 
for  illegally  practising  as  a  dentist.  Mr.  Hornby,  of  New- 
port, prosecuted  and  Mr.  Black,  of  London,  defended.  Mr. 
Hornby  explained  that  the  charge  was  that  the  defendant  used 
the  term  "  dentist,"  thereby  implying  that  he  was  qualified 
under  the  Act.  On  May  13  two  persons  visited  Messrs. 
Goodman's  consulting-room  in  High  Street,  and  were  met  on 
the  landing  by  Mr.  Joll.  They  asked  if  he  was  a  dentist, 
and  Mr.  Joll  replied,  "  Yes,  I  am."  One  of  the  witnesses  then 
bad  a  tooth  extracted.  Mr.  Black  admitted  that  what  Mr. 
Hornby  had  said  was  correct.  A  technical  offence  had  been 
.  committed,  and  he  would  give  an  undertaking  that  it  should 
not  occur  again.  A  fine  of  40s.,  including  costs,  was 
imposed. 

Moses  Abel,  of  Hope  Cottage,  Commercial  Road,  was  sum- 
moned for  a  similar  offence.  Mr.  L.  H.  Hornby  again  pro- 
secuted ;  Mr.  Jackson,  of  Cardiff,  defended.  Frank  Augustus 
Ajliffe,  a  dentist's  assistant,  said  he  went  to  Mr.  Abel's 
house  on  Monday  last.  H's  teeth  were  examined  by  Mr. 
Abel,  who  filled  a  decayed  tooth  with  cotton  wool,  and  gave 
him  certain  advice.  Subsequently  a  conversation  took  place, 
in  the  course  of  which  witness  asked  Mr.  Abel  if  he  was  a 
qualified  dentist,  and  he  replied  tbat  he  was,  but  added  that 
he  had  had  a  "tiff  "with  the  Medic  Council.  Defendant 
also  said  that  a  week  after  his  father's  death  he  was  fined  31. 
and  costs  for  practising  as  a  dentist  and  advertising  himself 
as  such.  In  cross-examination.witness  said  he  went  to  Mr.  Abel 
at  the  request  of  the  Dental  Association.  His  object,  he 
admitted,  was  to  entrap  the  man  into  committing  himself  in 
some  way  or  other.  Defendant  volunteered  nothing  to  lead 
one  to  think  he  was  a  registered  dentist  before  witness  put 
the  question  to  him.  Witness  knew  before  he  went  that 
defendant  was  not  registered.  Mr.  Coates,  who  accompanied 
the  last  witness,  gave  corroborative  evidence.  Mr.  Jackson 
asked  the  magistrates  to  disregard  the  evidence  of  Mr. 
Ayliffe  as  beiDg  prejudiced  and  interested.  It  had  not  been 
proved  that  defendant  used  the  title  of  "  dentist,"  and  if  he 
could  be  called  he  would  put  a  different  complexion  upon  the 
case.  The  magistrates,  however,  considered  the  case  proved, 
and  inflicted  a  line  of  51,  including  costs. 


THE  FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING- STUFFS  ACT. 

At  Newcastle-under  Lyme  on  May  18  Wm.  Rogers,  of 
Victoria  Mills,  Market  Drayton,  was  summoned  for  failing  to 
give  an  invoice  stating  the  name  and  preparation  of  the 
article  sold  to  the  purchaser,  and  for  selling  "  Lucky  Star" 
oilcake  which  contained  ingredients  deleterious  to  cattle — 
viz  ,  castor  seed — not  disclosed  at  the  time  of  sale.  It  was 
stated  for  the  defence  that  the  proportion  of  castor  seed 
present  was  only  012,  and  that  the  castor  plant  grew  in  the 
southern  States  of  North  America  as  a  weed  among  the 
other  plants,  the  seeds  of  which  were  used  for  this  cake.  A 
fine  of  40s.  in  each  case  and  costs  was  imposed,  the  total 
amounting  to  20/. 


AERATED- WATER  BOTTLES. 

At  Pontypool  Police  Court  on  May  23  the  Westlake  Brewery 
Company,  Blaenavon,  were  summoned  for  offering  for  sale 
two  bottles  of  lemonade  and  two  bottles  of  ginger- beer  with 
false  trademarks  thereon.  The  prosecution  was  undertaken 
at  the  instance  of  the  South  Wales  and  Monmouthshire 
Mineral-water  Bottle-exchange  and  Trade- protection  Asso- 
ciation (Limited).  Mr.  Phillips,  who  defended,  said  the 
company  took  every  precaution  to  prevent  the  bottles  of  other 
manufacturers  being  sent  out ;  but  however  careful  they 
might  be  it  sometimes  occurred  that  bottles  belonging  to 
other  manufacturers  were  filled  without  being  noticsd.  A 
fine  of  20s.  and  costs  was  imposed  in  one  case,  and  costs 
ordered  to  be  paid  in  the  other. 


COUNTY  COURT  CASES. 

Who  was  the  Owner? 

At  the  Ilkeston  County  Court  on  May  22,  before  Judge 
Smjly,  QC,  Charles  Potts,  druggist,  Ilkeston,  sued  Edwin 
Sedwell,  of  the  same  place,  for  72.  18s.  6^ ,  balance  of  an 
account  for  a  consignment  of  paraffin  The  plaintiffs  case 
was  that  in  April  1895  defendant  ordered  from  his  agent 
three  tons  of  No.  1  crystal  oil  at  %\d.  a  gallon  if  in  stock. 
Plaintiff  got  the  oil  (21  casks),  and  had  it  stcred  on  his 
wharf  at  the  Midland  goods  station,  Ilkeston,  for  defendant 
to  fetch  away  in  convenient  quantities.  An  invoice  was 
sent  of  the  consignment  to  the  defendant,  together  with  a 
list  of  the  numbers  on  the  barrels.  Defendant  took  the  oil 
as  he  wanted  it,  paying  for  what  ho  bad  a  few  days  after- 
wards. In  January  this  year  seven  barrels  remained,  and 
were  tendered  to  the  defendant  on  the  order  of  the  plaintiff, 
but  were  refused,  the  greater  part  of  the  oil  having 
evaporated  or  leaked  away.  The  plaintiff  claimed  that  the 
goods  were  stored  at  defendant's  risk,  but  neither  he  nor  his 
witnesses  were  able  to  swear  tbat  they  had  tested  the 
barrels  when  they  arrived  at  Ilkeston  to  see  that  they  were 
full,  or  that  the  oil  was  of  the  quality  specified.  The  de- 
fendant, it  was  said,  would  have  taken  the  lot  had  not  the 
last  seven  barrels  been  wholly  or  partly  empty.  His  Honour 
suggested  a  settlement,  and  defendant's  counsel  offered  half 
the  claim  without  prejudice.  This  was  declined,  and  the 
case  was  adjourned,  the  costs  of  the  day  to  be  against  the> 
plaintiff  if  the  case  was  not  settled  before  the  next  court.

mixture  is  his  claim. 

Cyanides  (No.  1,022,  1896).— The  following  equations

The  claim  is  for  the  use  of  cai bides  for  obtaining  cyanogen 
compounds. 

Nursing-bottle  (No.  2,515, 1896)  —The  Dorothy  Nursing- 
bottle  Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  make  a  barrel-shaped 
■nursing- bottle,  the  lower  half  of  which  is  of  flexible  rubber, 
so  that  as  the  child  draws  out  the  milk  through  the  teat 
•(affixed  as  in  a  boat-shaped  feeder)  the  flexible  part  is 
drawn  up,  and  promotes  the  steady  flow  of  the  milk.  The 
teat  is  leech-bite  to  prevent  admission  of  air,  and  this  is  one 
of  the  six  parts  which  make  up  the  claim. 

An  Acid  Soap  (No.  2,896,  1896). — J.  Stockhausen, 
Crefeld,  first  sulphonates  the  oil  or  fat  to  bo  used  in  making 
the  soap,  then  to  100  kilos,  of  this  oil  adds  60  kilos,  of  soda- 
lje  36°  to  37°  B. ;  stirs,  and  allows  the  alkali  salt  to  crystal- 
lise cut  from  the  acid  soap.    Other  alkalies  may  be  used. 

Reduction  of  Organic  Compounds  (No.  3,090,  1896). — 
Dr.  Carl  Kellner,  of  Viecna,  claims  for  a  process  of  reducing 
organic  compounds  by  combined  electrolytic  and  chemical 
operations,  the  process  consisting  in  bringing  the  compounds 
in  solution  into  contact  with  an  amalgam  of  an  alkali 
metal  produced  by  electrolysis  simultaneously  with  the  re- 
duction, but  in  a  separate  chamber. 

Soft  Soap  (No.  3,312,  1896).— W.  Hanley,  Far  Lane, 
Gorton,  Manchester,  states  that  muriate  of  potash  makes  a 
better  soap  than  the  carbonate.  He  employs  linseed,  cotton- 
seed, olive  or  fish  oil,  saponifies  with  caustic  potash,  and 
otherwise  proceeds  in  the  usual  way,  the  proportions  of  the 
ingredients  being — 

40  per  cent,  of  oil  or  fatty  matter 

40  per  cent,  of  water 
7  per  cent,  of  caustic  potash 
4  per  cent,  of  muriate  of  potash 
9  per  cent,  of  glycerine  and  other  ingredients 

The  muriate  may  also  be  used  in  hard  soaps. 

Capsule  machine  (No.  3,724,  1896).— S.  A.  R'ckard, 
■chemist,  Saratoga  Springs,  seeks  protection  for  a  device  for 
making  gelatine  capsules,  removing  them  from  the  moulds, 
and  trimming  them.  The  moulds  used  are  of  glass,  and, 
from  the  figures  illustrating  the  specification,  we  judge  that 
empty  capsules  are  referred  to. 

Acetic  Acid  (No.  3.987,  1896).— Dr.  Carl  von  der  Linde, 
of  Crefeld,  claims  for  the  use  of  a  vacuum  in  distilling  acetic 
acid  from  crude  acetates  (pyrolignites)  after  decomposing 
them  with  a  mineral  acid.

THE  report  of  H.M.  Inspectors  of  Explosives,  which 
has  just  been  issued,  contains  as  usual  much  interest- 
ing information  regarding  explosions  which  happened  during 
1895,  and  new  explosives  introduced  during  the  year.  In 
the  former  department  we  observe  the  record  of  two  fatali- 
ties resulting  from  the  ignorant  use  of  mixtures  of  chlorate 
of  potash  and  sulphur  and  nitrate  of  potash  and  sulphur, 
which  serve  to  emphasise  the  danger  attaching  to  the 
mixture  of  these  substances,  especially  in  any  metallic  vessel. 
An  interesting  part  of  the  report  is  devoted  to  results  of 
expeiiments  made  with  the  view  to  determine  whether  lire- 
proof  fabrics  would  stand  when  nitro-coropounds  were  fired 
so  near  them  as  to  bring  them  within  leach  of  the  flames. 
The  results  were  as  follows : — 

1.  Lasting  cloth  (used  for  making  jackets  for  explosives- 
workmen),  treated  or  untreated,  is  tot  uninflammable. 

2.  Chemical  treatment  has  very  little  effect  in  diminishing 
the  inflammability  of  woollen  fabrics. 

3.  Chemical  treatment  cannot  be  depended  on  to  render 
thin  cotton  fabrics  uninflammable. 

4.  The  protective  value  of  any  mateiial,  treated  or  un- 
treated, is  largely  affected  by  its  thickness. 

5.  Stout  O^naburgh  chemically  treated  is  uninflammable 
under  all  reasonable  conditions ;  so  is  stout  woollen  cloth 
(such  as  is  used  for  army  trousers),  with  or  without  treat- 
ment. 

The  "chemical  treatment"  above  referred  to  is  either 
treatment  with  a  solution  of  tungstate  and  phosphate  of 
soda  (according  to  Home  Office  method)  or  a  solution  of 
tungstate  of  soda  alone.  The  Home  Office  solution  is  pre- 
pared as  follows : — 

One  pound  of  tungstate  of  soda  is  dissolved  in  about 
2  lbs.  of  water  at  ordinary  temperature ;  the  concentrated 
solution  is  then  gradually  diluted  until  the  specific  gravity 
is  114—  ie,  3  lbs.  of  water  have  to  be  added;  2J  cz.  of 
phosphate  of  scda  are  then  added  to  the  mixture. 

The  material  to  be  treated  is  dipped  in  the  solution,  and 
wrurg  out  by  hand,  and  then  allowed  to  dry.  Afterwards 
it  may  be  ironed,  or  otherwise  prepared  for  use. 

Experiments  have  been  made  with  other  materials,  the 
results  showing  that  "white  duck,"  as  supplied  to  the 
Army  Clothing  Department,  when  treated  with  a  solution 
proposed  by  the  Lancashire  Explosives  Company,  is  most 
satisfactory.    This  solution  is  prepared  as  follows  : —

Dissolve,  then  add  2  parts  starch,  «tir  well,  and  boil. 
The  fabric  should  be  dry  before  steeping  in  this  solution. 


The  Syrian  Liquobice -trade — The  export  trade  in 
liquorice- wocd  from  Syria  is  much  hampered  by  a  compara- 
tively high  export-duty.  But  for  that  impediment  it  would 
probably  be  twice  or  three  times  es  large  as  it  is  now. 

A  Blow  to  Anti  cutting. — The  National  Wholesale 
Druggists'  Association  of  the  United  States  is  a  combination 
of  98  per  cent,  of  the  wholesale  trade  of  the  country,  which, 
amongst  other  things,  has  been  endeavouring  to  improve  the 
condition  of  the  retail  by  preventing  cutters  from  getting 
supplies.  We  recently  mentioned  that  a  prominent  firm  of 
cutters  were  contemplating  trial  of  the  legality  of  the 
Association's  procedure,  and  effect  was  given  to  their  ideas 
on  May  12  in  the  New  York  Supreme  Court,  when  the  firm 
John  D.  Park  &  Sons'  Company,  of  Cincinnati,  O.,  applied 
for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  Association  from  interfering 
with  the  business  of  the  applicants.  The  injunction  was 
granted,  apparently  pendirg  trial  of  the  chief  action.  The 
t fleet  of  the  injunction,  which  is  limited  to  the  State  of  New 
York,  will  be  to  stop  the  circulation  of  lists  containing  the 
name  of  the  company.  Similar  actions  in  other  States  are 
expected.

There  is  a  leadirjg  article  in  the  Times  of  May  28  which 
will,  no  donbfc,  be  of  service  to  pharmacists  and  others  who 
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are  trying  to  so  amend  the  Companies  Ac's  as  to  prevent 
them  from  being  used  as  a  means  of  evading  and  defying 
other  statutes  which,  in  their  way,  are  as  useful  to  the 
community  generally.  The  Times  article  is  based  on  the 
recent  trial  for  manslaughter  of  a  herbalist  and  tooth  drawer 
at  Idle,  which  has  been  reported  by  us.  The  prisoner,  it  will 
'be  remembered,  was  acquitted,  mainly,  it  may  be  supposed,  on 
the  direction  of  the  Judge  to  the  jnry  that  they  were  to  con- 
sider whether  the  accused  was  "  guilty  of  criminal  negligence 
in  using  chloroform  when  he  did  not  know  more  about  it." 
The  result  must  be  assumed  to  be  in  accordance  with  the 
law  as  it  stands.  Bat  the  Times  remarks  that  the  question 
of  public  interest  raised  by  the  trial  is  whether  such  a  state 
of  the  law  is  itself  satisfactory.  Ought  the  law  to  allow 
anybody  to  administer  for  payment  drugs  which  may  be 
dangerous,  without  some  proof  that  the  person  administering 
them  has  an  elementary  knowledge  of  their  properties  and 
■effects  ?  A  similar  question  may  be  asked  with  regard  to 
the  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  and  dental  surgery  them- 
selves. Under  the  existing  law  any  unqualified  person  may 
practise  and  perform  operations  with  impunity  so  long  as 
he  does  not  employ  professional  titles  to  which  he  has  no 
Tight.  13  this  a  sufficient  protection  to  the  public  against 
the  pretensions  of  quacks?  The  writer  points  out  that  in 
most  foreign  States,  and  in  some  of  our  own  colonies,  the 
community  takes  a  different  view  of  its  doty  towards  its 
members.  In  them  the  law  prohibits  the  practice  of  the 
various  branches  of  the  art  of  healing  by  unqualified  persons, 
and  breaches  of  the  law  in  this  respsct  are  punishable  by 
substantial  penalties. 

Of  course  there  is  much  to  be  said  against  extending  the 
■penal  law  to  the  degree  suggested  ;  and  as  a  matter  of  fact 
the  law  as  it  stands  is  almost  always  powerful  enough  to 
check  the  really  dangerous  forms  of  quacker/.  Bat,  the 
Times  writer  proceeds  : — 

Even  when  the  quack  has  been  caught,  prosecuted  to  con- 
viction, and  punished,  the  law  affords  him  a  ready  way  of 
resuming  and  extending  his  business  on  a  grand  scale.  He 
has  only  to  turn  himself  into  a  company  and  he  can  laugh 
at  the  Acts.  The  law  punishes  "  persons  "  who  falsely  pro- 
claim by  the  use  of  titles  that  they  are  qualified  to  practise. 
But  the  House  of  Lords  has  decided  that  in  these  cases  a 
company  is  not  a  "person,"  and  is  therefore  not  liable  to 
punishment.  The  consequences  are  shown  in  a  case  which 
actually  took  place  in  Manchester.  A  man  was  prosecuted 
for  infringing  the  Dentists  Act,  and  was  convicted  and  fined. 
At  the  end  of  the  case  his  solicitor  told  the  prosecuting 
counsel  that  the  decision  would  not  make  the  least  difference 
to  his  client,  as  the  client  would  immediately  register 
'himself  as  a  company,  when,  as  the  solicitor  observed, 
"we  can  defy  the  Acts."  The  plan  was  duly 
-carried  out,  and  with  the  desired  result.  A  second 
illustration,  equally  instructive,  may  be  given.  In  1879 
a  man  stood  for  the  Preliminary  examination  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  The  subjects  are  LatiD,  Eoglish,  and 
arithmetic.  The  candidate  was  "ploughed."  He  has  stood 
on  fifteen  occasions  since,  the  last  beiog  in  January  of  the 
present  year,  and  he  has  not  passed  yet.  In  1893  penalties 
were  recovered  against  him  for  selling  poisons  as  a  "chemist 
■and  druggist,"  and  further  penalties  have  been  recovered 
since.  He  has  now  converted  himself  into  a  company,  and, 
like  his  fellow  at  Manchester,  can  "  defy  the  Acts."  The 
professions  affected  by  this  absurd  defect  in  a  group  of 
statutes  are  making  a  vigorous  attempt  to  have  it  remedied 
by  the  insertion  of  a  clause  in  the  Companies  Act  now  before 
Parliament,  and  it  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped,  in  the  public 
interest,  that  they  may  be  successful. 

This  expression  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  the  leadiDg 
journal  will  probably  convince  the  people  who  are  working 
for  the  amendment  of  the  Companies  Acts  that  those  Acts 
are  abused  in  other  than  merely  financial  respects. 


TRA.DE  in  cape  colony. 

We  have  already  commented  upon  the  extraordinary  in- 
crease in  the  foreign  trade  of  Cape  Colony  in  1895.  Mr. 
F.  W.  Burrowes,  the  Chief  Collector  of  Customs  for  the 
colony,  whose  detailed  report  has  just  been  published,  quite 
excusably  allows  his  enthusiasm  at  this  expansion  to  betray 
him  into  somewhat  unofficial  expressions  of  exultation. 
"  Notwithstanding  the  continuance  of  the  severe  pressure 
on  the  resources  cf  the  producing  population,"  he  says,  "and 
the  calamity  of  one  of  the  worst  harvests  ever  known  in 
South  Africa,  the  commercial  transactions  of  the  past  year 
were  on  a  scale  of  unparalleled  magnitude."  Then,  proceed- 
ing to  details,  the  Chief  Collector  points  out  that  the  value 
of  the  exports  of  the  colony  for  the  last  three  years  was: — 
1893,  12,765,7702.;  1894,  13,503,0-142.;  1895,  16,577,157*., 
showing  an  increase  in  1895  over  1894  of  23  per  cent.  Only 
about  3  per  cent,  of  these  exports  was  shipped  to  foreign 
countries,  all  the  rest  going  to  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
value  of  the  imports  of  merchandise  into  the  colony  in  1895 
exceeded  that  of  1894  by  22  per  cent.,  the  figures  being  : — 
1895,  13,235,0052. ;  1894,  10,887,7872.  Singularly  enough, 
there  has  been  a  decrease  of  48,2882.  in  the  imports  of  drugs 
and  chemicals — apart  from  the  decrease  in  the  transit-trade 
in  potassium  salts  (chiefly  cyanide)  for  the  Transvaal  gold- 
fields,  due  to  the  diversion  of  the  traffic  to  ports  outside  the 
colony.  OE  the  imports  into  Cape  Colony,  10,427,2012.,  or 
over  76  per  cent.,  came  from  the  United  Kingdom,  but  the 
direct  imports  from  foreign — i  e.,  non-British — countries  have 
increased  from  16  per  cent,  in  1894  to  18  per  cent,  in  1895. 
The  increase,  says  the  Collector,  "  may  be  attributed,  to 
some  extent,  to  improved  direct  communication  between 
Cape  Colony  and  the  Continent  and  the  United  States."  The 
figures  relating  to  the  importation  of  goods  in  transit  for 
other  South  African  countries  show  that  the  increase  in 
trade  was  a  general  one.  The  following  are  the  values  of 
the  re-exports  from  Cape  Colony  to  other  South  African, 
countries  of  duty-free  goods  : —

This  shows  an  average  increase  of  not  less  than  47|  per 
cent. ;  but  it  should  be  added  that  the  accuracy  of  these 
figures  cannot  be  guaranteed,  as  no  exxct  records  are  kept. 
The  re-exports  of  dutiable  goods  from  Cipe  Colony  were 
valued  at  873,1932.,  against  814,5952.  in  1894.  The  number 
of  passengers  who  arrived  in  this  colony  during  1895 
amounted  to  27,047,  the  departures  to  11,637,  against  18,133 
arrivals  and  10,288  departures  in  1894.  The  arrivals  during 
the  last  five  years  have  been  85,029,  against  46,107  de- 
partures, evidencing  a  substantial  increase  by  immigration  in. 
i,he  white  population  of  South  Africa. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  TOPICS. 

Mr.  Bateson,  of  Kendal,  in  place  of  Mr.  Martin,  of  New- 
castle; Mr.  Park,  of  Plymouth,  in  place  of  Mr.  Schacht,  of 
Clifton;  and  Dr.  Symes,  of  Liverpool,  in  place  of  Mr.  Warren, 
of  London.  These  are  the  changes  effected  by  the  recent 
election.  We  do  not  venture  to  estimate  the  accession  or 
reduction  of  collective  wisdom  resulting  from  these  selections, 
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but  it  may  be  permissible  to  mercsnary  minds  ^'.like'oursto 
reckon  up  the  difference  of  cost  involved  by  these  [substitu- 
tions. It  is  understood,  we  believe,  that  the  Society  pays 
first-class  railway  fare  for  its  provincial  councillors  when- 
ever they  attend  any  of  its  meetings.  Allowing  ten  attend- 
ances in  the  year  for  each,  we  get,  with  the  aid  of  an  A. B.C.

Mr.  Whitfield's  references  at  the  annual  meeting  to  the 
Chemical  Laboratory  can  hardly  fail  to  receive  the  Council's 
early  consideration,  especially  in  view  of  the  approaching 
vacancy  in  the  directorship  of  the  Research  Laboratory, 
which  may  become  some  day  an  annexe  to  the  Chemical 
Laboratory.  Ib  is  not  quite  correct,  as  stated  by  Mr.'^Whit- 
field.  that  the  fittings  of  the  latter  have  not  been  materially 
altered  during  the  past  thirty-five  years ;  certainly  a  number 
of  benches  have  hien  added — ten  or  a  dozen  we  should 
think.  Probably  he  is  righf,  however,  in  alleging 
that  the  general  arrangements  do  not  conform  with  modern 
notions  as  to  whit  laboratory-fittings  should  be.  A 
few  hundred  pounds  could,  no  doubt,  be  well  spent  in 
putting  a  new  face  upon  the  laboratory  ;  but  we  are  not  sure 
that  this  expenditure  would  increase  the  effijiency  of  the 
work  done  in  the  laboratory,  or  create  more  esprit  de  corps 
amongst  the  students.  Indeed,  Mr.  Whitfield  was  peculiarly 
unhappy  in  regard  to  the  latter  matter,  for  Professor 
Attfield  has  done  more  than  any  other  professor  of 
the  school  to  itimulate  loyalty  to  the  Society  and 
to-  the  school  among  his  students.  Mr.  Whitfield 
was  on  surer  ground  in  his  remarks  about  the  arrangement 
under  which  Professor  Attfield  has  been  permitted  to  supple- 
ment his  professional  stipend  and  fees  by  private  practice. 
It  would  unquestionably  be  better  for  the  educational  repu- 
tation of  the  school  if  the  Society  could  afford  so  to  pay  its 
professors  as  to  demand  their  exclusive  service.  It  has  been 
unable  to  do  that  in  the  past,  and  is  less  able  now,  though  it 
is  conceivable  that  by  an  amalgamation  of  the  two  chairs  of 
chemistry  and  the  directorship  of  the  Research  Laboratory 
an  office  might  be  created  sufficiently  lucrative  and  distinc- 
tive to  make  it  one  of  the  first  chemistry  chairs  in  the 
country.  The  arrangement  whereby  theoretical  chemistry 
and  practical  chemistry  are  entrusted  to  two  professors  is 
an  artificial  one,  which  the  Council  are  solely  responsible 
for,  and  it  is  not  the  best  method  for  teaching  chemistry. 
The  relation  of  the  research  and  educational  work  of  the 
Society  is  dow  under  the  consideration  of  a  committee,  and 
it  is  not  unlikely  that  Mr.  Whitfield's  earnest  appeal  may 
influence  their  opinions.  The  present  director  of  the 
Chemistry  Laboratory  has  always  been  a  prominent  pharma- 
ceutical-education reformer,  so  that  it  may  be  expected  he 
would  be  the  first  to  support  any  better  scheme  than  the 
present. 


Would  not  11,  or  even  10,  in  the  morning  be  a  more  con- 
venient hour  for  the  annual  meeting  than  12,  at  which  time 


it  always  begins  ?  Those  of  us  who  have  our  breakfasts  a& 
or  about  7  find  a  meeting  which  runs  us  to  3  or  4  in  the 
afternoon  before  we  get  refreshed  again  somewhat  trying. 
We  are  not  aware  tha!;  the  time  is  fixed  by  Act  of  Parlia= 
ment  or  by-law.  It  is  provided  by  the  charter  that  the 
annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  May 
of  each  year,  or  on  "  such  other  day  as  near  thereto  as  shaD 
bs  determined  by  the  Council."  Why  has  the  Tuesday  been 
changed  for  a  Wednesday  1  Anyway,  the  charter  says  nothing 
about  the  hour. 


Among  the  postcards  prophesying  the  first  three  and  the 
last  three  candidates  on  the  poll,  sent  in  reply  to  our 
invitation,  we  found  twenty-four  on  which  five  out  of  the  six 
were  correctly  foretold.

JENNER  THE  VACCINATOR. 
Last  week's  British  Medical  Journal  was  a  special "  Jenner 
Centenary  Number,"  and  contained  a  large  number  of  articles 
and  illustrations  concerning  Dr.  Edward  Jenner  and  his. 
famous  discovery.  It  was  on  May  14, 1796,  that  Jenner  per- 
formed his  first  inoculation  with  cow-pox.  The  experiment 
was  performed  at  Berkeley,  Gloucestershire,  on  a  boy  eight 
years  of  age,  named  James  Phipps,  and  the  matter  was  taken, 
from  the  hand  of  Sarah  Nelmes,  a  dairjmaid,  who  had 
become  infected  by  her  master^  cows.  Whatever  we  may 
think  of  Jenner,  it  is  scarcely  correct  to  refer  to  vaccinatior> 
as  his  "  discovery."  Years  before  his  time  milkmaids  held 
the  belief  that  cow-pox  ensured  immunity  from  small-pox. 
When  he  was  a  pupil  at  Sod  bury,  one  of  them  who  came  to 
his  master  remarked,  "  I  can't  take  small-pox ;  I  have  had 
cow-pox."  Jenner's  merit  was  that  he  was  willing  to  learn., 
from  the  people.  The  British  Parliament  voted  in  all  30,0002.. 
to  Jenner  for  his  services,  a  decent  share  of  which  ought,  in  fair- 
ness, to  have  gone  to  the  Sodbury  milkmaid,  and  another  por- 
tion to  the  boy  Phipps.  The  British  Medical  Journal  publishes 
reproductions  from  a  very  fine  £et  of  coloured  drawings,  done 
in  1802  by  George  Kirtland,  representing  the  pustules  from 
small-pox  inoculations  and  from  cow-pox  vaccinations  every- 
day for  a  fortnight ;  and  it  also  gives  copies  of  half-a-dozen- 
portraits  of  Jenner,  the  chief  interest  of  which  lies  in  the 
evidence  they  afford  of  the  unreliability  of  the  old  likenesses, 
as  no  two  of  these  seem  to  represent  the  same  individual. 

SMART  JOURNALISM. 
This  is  one  of  the  items  of  news,  "  gathered  as  we  go  to 
press,"  by  the  Evening  News,  of  May  20  :— 

Qualified  women  medical  practitioners  are  having  a  hard 
struggle  to  obtain  professional  recognition.  The  great - 
obstacle  in  their  way  is  the  various  societies  which  steadily  • 
exclude  women  from  their  membership,  regardless  of  qualifi- 
cation. At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  several 
ladies  holding  diplomas  presented  themselves  for  election, 
but  were  again,  as  on  previous  occasions,  rejected. 

It  must  be  fifteen  years  ago  since  this  subject  came  up  at  a 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  meeting,  and  the  E.N.  muddles 
the  item,  even  after  all  that  time  for  getting  the  facts  right. 
THE  INDIAN  DRUG-TRADE. 
The  German  Consul  at  Calcutta,  in  his  annual  report  on 
the  trade  of  British  India,  lays  special  stress  upon  the  fact 
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that  the  growth  of  industry  in  India  is  likely  to  cause  a 
greater  demand  for  technical  chemicals  every  jear,  and  that 
European  manufacturers  should  consequently  pay  special 
attention  to  the  requirements  of  the  Indian  market.  The 
same,  he  says,  applies  to  pharmaceutical  chemicals.  The 
only  countries  that  have  any  appreciable  direct  hold  upon 
the  Indian  chemical-market  at  present  are  Britain  and 
Germany,  although  France  and  Belgium  do  some  direct 
trade  in  pharmaceutical  drugs.  The  value  of  the  imports 
(in  rupees)  during  the  past  five  years  has  been  as  follows :—

HOMOEOPATHIC  TINCTURES. 
An  inquiry  bas  been  recently  made  in  Germany  regarding 
the  strength  of  mother  tinctures,  the  preparations  selected 
being  aconite  and  belladonna.  Two  samples  of  reputable 
manufacture  were  taken,  with  the  following  results : — 
Aconite,  sp.  gr.  *932  and  -988  ;  extractive,  2  75  and  4  84  per 
cent. ;  and  alkaloids,  0  013  and  0  071  per  cent.  Belladonna, 
sp.  gr.  '927  and  973;  extractive,  126  and  328  percent.; 
and  alkaloids,  0  009  and  0  067  per  cent.  This  great  variation 
is  rather  surprising,  since  it  suggests  the  existence  of  two 
totally  distinct  methods  of  preparation,  which  is  an  exceed- 
ingly anomalous  state  of  things  for  homoeopathic  pharmacy. 

MEDICINE-CHESTS  FOR  VOLUNTEERS. 
The  trade  in  ships'  medicine-chests  is  now  cut  to  the  bone, 
and  chemists  who  ten  or  twenty  years  ago  paid  their  rent 
from  the  profits  on  refitting  them  can  scarcely  get  Queen's 
taxes  out  of  them  now.  Nevertheless,  we  may  with  con- 
fidence give  a  hint  to  chemists,  in  inland  as  well  as  seaport 
towns,  that  there  are  a  few  sovereigns  to  be  picked  up  by 
supplying  the  ambulance  corps  of  Volunteers  with  medicine- 
chests  for  camp  use.  We  saw  one  of  these  the  other  day  in 
a  provincial  chemist's  shop.  Most  of  the  medicines  were  in 
the  tabloid  form,  and  there;  were  the  usual  supplies  of 
surgical  bandages,  &c,  the  whole  being  selected  by  the 
medical  officer  of  the  corps.  The  order  brought  the  chemist 
about  a  201.  note. 

ATTACKING  CONVENTIONALITIES. 
Dr.  F.  de  Haviland  Hall,  in  a  note  in  the  Lancet,  roundly 
condemns  the  use  of  the  bronchitis- kettle  in  the  sick-room. 
He  says  the  only  instances  in  which  benefit  is  likely  to  ensue 
from  its  use  are  cases  of  dry  bronchitis,  in  which  patients 
have  difficulty  in  bringing  up  tough  pellets  of  mucous,  and 
only  then  when  tbere  is  a  dry  easterly  wind.  In  the  same 
manner  the  free  use  of  poultices  (sometimes  weighing  a 
pound  or  two)  upon  children  suffering  from  chest-affections 
he  considers  bad :  they  only  load  the  chest,  and  make 


breathing  more  difficult.  Better  to  wrap  the  youngsters  in 
cotton-wool  sprinkled  with  a  stimulating  liniment.  Dr.  Hall 
also  speaks  of  overfeeding  in  pneumonia :  5  oz.  of  milk 
every  two  hours  is  sufficient  nourishment,  he  thinks,  and  we 
are  not  surprised  that  some  of  his  colleagues  express  their 
disagreement  with  these  views. 

A  NEW  CURE  FOR  ITCH. 
Continental  physicians  have  never  ceased  to  have  an 
affection  for  Peruvian  balsam — one  of  the  fail-me-nevers  of 
the  old  school  of  treatment,  and  as  reliable  an  antiseptic  as 
there  is  amongst  aromatic  bodies.  Modern  research  has 
fully  maintained  the  old  esteem  in  which  it  was  held.  It  is 
owing  to  continental  opinion  that  the  bulk  of  the  balsam 
which  comes  into  the  London  market  is  again  exported,  and 
that  this  condition  of  things  is  likely  to  continue  seems 
evident  from  a  new  use  for  the  balsam  which  is  reported 
from  Paris.  There  Drs.  Jullien  and  Descouleurs  have  ex- 
perimented with  itch-acari,  and  find  that  while  in  sulphur- 
fumes  they  remain  alive  for  sixteen  hours,  and  in  sulphur 
itself  one  hour,  the  balsam  kills  tbem  in  ten  to  twenty 
minutes.  So  the  remedy  has  been  tried  clinically,  the 
balsam  being  painted  on  the  skin  and  then  gently  rubbed 
into  the  whole  body  with  the  hand.  The  balsam  penetrates 
readily,  and  the  morning  after  the  patient  takes  a  warm 
bath,  when  the  cure  is  said  to  be  complete.  The  treatment 
is  so  simple,  and  so  much  more  agreeable  than  the  sulphur- 
method,  that  it  deserves  a  wide  trial — provided  the  balsam 
is  forthcoming  at  a  reasonable  price. 

"  THE  ISLAND  OF  DR.  MOREAU." 
Admirers  of  works  of  fiction  based  upon  pseudo-scientific 
foundations  will  find  a  choice  morsel  in  H.  G.  Wells's  new 
romance  "  The  Island  of  Dr.  Moreau "  (Heinemann).  The 
book  has  been  denounced  in  unmeasured  terms  in  the  daily 
Press,  though  it  is  not  so  grotesquely  horrible  as  some  of  the 
tales  of  Edgar  Allan_Poe,  and  scarcely  more  so  than  "  The 
Strange  Case  of  Dr.  Hyde  and  Mr.  Jekjll,"  or  passages  in 
Zola's  "  Le  Docteur  Pascal."  According  to  the  story,  a  cele- 
brated London  biologist,  Dr.  Moreau,  hounded  out  of  England 
on  account  of  certain  sensational  revelations  concerning  hia 
vivisectionistic  proclivities,  betakes  himself  to  an  unin- 
habited island  in  the  South  Pacific,  which  he  converts  into  a 
"  biological  station."  The  narrator,  who  is  cast  adrift  there 
from  the  schooner  Ipecacuanha  {sic  !),  finds  Moreau  and  his 
assistant,  a  drunken  ex- medical  student  from  London,  busy 
at  their  work.  Moreau  has  peopled  the  island  with  "  beast- 
folk,"  creatures  three-quarters  animal,  one-quarter  man, 
which  he  "  builds  up  "  by  biological  processes  out  of  the 
lower  animals — swine,  sloths,  pumas,  rabbits,  and  so  forth. 
The  process  involves  prolonged  vivisection  conducted  by 
Dr.  Moreau  in  a  stone  shanty  known  to  the  beast- folk  as 
"  The  House  of  Pain,"  and  dreaded  by  them  accordingly, 
for  whenever  they  show  signs  of  reverting  to  their  original 
animal  condition  Moreau  takes  them  back  to  his  labora- 
tory and  recommences  his  operations  upon  them.  The 
creatures  speak  a  kind  of  pigeon- English,  they  can  think 
in  a  muddled  way,  and  they  fear  Moreau  as  a  demigod. 
There  is  a  sort  of  animal  priest  among  them,  known  as  the 
"  Sayer  of  the  Law,"  who  is  "the  size  of  a  man,  but  covered 
with  dull-grey  hair  like  a  Skye  terrier,  with  the  hoof  of  a 
deer  fashioned  into  claws,  a  face  which  is  that  of  neither 
man  nor  beast,  but  a  mere  shock  of  grey  hair  with  three 
shadowy  overarchings  to  mark  the  eyes  and  mouth."  Ab 
uno  disce  omnes.  Any  man  with  a  smattering  of  scientific 
knowledge  and  a  lively  imagination,  after  poring  for  an 
evening  over  some  mediasval  book  of  demonology,  or  com- 
muning for  a  day  with  the  devils  of  Notre  Dame,  can 
describe  such  phantasms.  Ultimately  Dr.  Moreau  is  killed 
by  a  puma  whom  he]  has"  tortured  a  little  too  long ;  the 
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drunken  assistant  invites  the  creatures  to  an  orgie  on  the 
remaining  whisky;  the  "beast- folk"  rise  in  rebellion,  and 
nearly  everybody  gets  killed ;  the  remaining  beast-folk 
revert  to  commonplace  animalism ;  and  the  narrator  gets 
picked  up  by  a  ship.  At  the  close  of  the  book  Mr.  Wells  rather 
spoils  the  fun  by  a  note  statiDg  that  "  strange  as  it  may  seem 
to  the  unscientific  reader  "  (note  the  immense  aplomb  of  "un- 
scientific "),  "  there  can  be  no  denying  that  the  manufacture 
of  monsters — and  perhaps  even  of  quasi-human  monsters — 
is  within  the  possibilities  of  vivisection."  Oc  course,  the 
manufacture  of  "  monsters,"  in  a  sense,  from  human  beings 
has  been  practised  for  ages — Victor  Hugo's  "  Laughing-man  " 
was  only  an  instance,  invested  with  a  romantic  halo,  of 
things  that  actually  took  place — but  if  Mr.  Wells  wants  to 
hint  that  a  thinking,  semi-human- shaped  creature  might  be 
"  built  up  "  out  of  a  lower  animal  by  the  biologist's  art,  bis 
demands  upon  the  credulity  even,  of  the  "  unscientific " 
reader  are  rather  too  great.  The  human  baings  are  much 
the  most  objectionable  creatures  in  the  book.  For  the 
beast-folk,  on  the  contrary,  one  takes  an  involuntary  liking 
as  the  story  proceeds.  'Mling,  the  Ape-man,  and  the  "  little 
pink  sloth-creature "  in  particular  one  would  almost  desire 
for  domestic  pets.

PROF.  E.  KREMERS  and  0.  L  Schreiner,  working  on 
behalf  of  the  U.S. P.  Revision  Research  Committee,  have 
made  a  critical  examination  of  the  various  methods  which 
have  been  proposed  for  the  estimation  of  carvone  (sometimes 
called  carvol),  a  constituent  of  caraway  and  dill  oils  (in 
its  dextrogyrate  form)  and  of  spearmint,  garden  mint  (M. 
crispo),  and  Kuromoji  oils  (in  the  Jsevogyrate  form).  A  full 
report  of  their  work  is  published  in  the  April  issue  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Review,  and  in  it  they  give  conclusive 
reasons  for  discarding  the  hitherto  proposed  methods  of 
assay. 

The  authors  first  determined  the  characteristics  of  carvone 
and  carvene  or  limonene  as  isolated  from  caraway  oil.  The 
former  was  prepared  in  two  ways — first,  by  fractional  distilla- 
tion under  reduced  pressure  (30  mm.),  the  portion  coming 
over  between  100°  and  130°  C.  being  again  distilled,  the  frac- 
tion coming  over  between  120°  and  123°  C.  being  collected 
separately.  To  this  fraction  the  second  method  was  applied 
— viz ,  Beyer's,  which  consists  in  adding  to  the  fraction  a 
quarter  of  its  volume  of  alcohol,  saturating  with  sulphuretted 
hydrogen,  and  adding  ammonia  when  carvone  hydrosulphide 
is  precipitated.  From  this  carvone  can  be  regenerated  by 
decomposition  with  alcoholic  potash,  washed  and  dried. 
Carvone  made  by  the  first  method  was  s  g.  0  957  and  s.p.  rot. 
p.  +  61-75°  at  20°C. ;  by  second,  s.g  0-960  and  sp.  rot.  p.  +  62  65° 
at  the  same  temperature.  The  limonene  was  isolated  by 
repeated  fractional  distillation. 

As  to  tbe  estimation  of  the  carvone  in  commercial  caraway 
•oil,  the  authors  used  three  methods,  all  based  upon  the  conver- 
sion of  the  body  into  carvoxime  and  weighing  it.  In  their 
experiments  they  used  a  known  mixture  of  equal  parts  of 
carvone  and  limonene,  and  the  three  methods  were  simply 
variations  prompt  3d  by  experience.  We  therefore  describe 
the  third  and  best  only. 

Ten  grammes  of  the  sample  under  examination  is  dissolved 
in  alcohol  25  c.c,  and  hydroxylamine  hydrochlorate  5 
grammes  and  sodium  bicarbonate  6  5  grammes  are  added. 
The  mixture  is  boiled  on  the  water-bath  in  a  flask  con- 
nected with  a  reflux  condenser  for  half  an  hour.  Twenty- 
five  cubic  centigrammes  of  water  is  then  added,  and  the 
alcohol,  which  carries  over  a  large  quantity  of  limonene, 
distilled  off  from  a  water- bath.  Steam  is  then  passed  through 
the  liquid  until  traces  of  carvoxime  ccme  over.  The  last 
portions  of  the  distillate  are  collected  separately  in  test- 
tubes,  and  when  traces  of  crystals  of  carvoxime  appear  on 
the  surface  the  operation  is  interrupted.  The  tube  of  the 
condenser  is  then  washed  with  a  little  hot  water,  and  this 
as  well  as  the  last  collected  distillate,  containing  some 
carvoxime,  is  returned  to  the  flask.    The  contents  of  the 


flask  are  then  allowed  to  cool,  and  after  the  carvoxime  has 
completely  solidified  it  is  removed  from  the  sides  of  the 
flask  by  means  of  a  loop  of  stiff  wire,  thrown  upon  a  force- 
filter,  washed,  and  dried  by  suction.  The  air-dried  carvoxime 
is  then  transferred  to  a  tared  glass  dish  and  heated  for  one 
bour  on  the  water-bath,  and  when  cool  weighed.  To  the 
weight  thus  obtained  0'100  gramme  is  added,  as  this  is 
about  the  quantity  lost  during  heating.  From  the  weight 
oE  the  carvoxime  that  of  the  carvone  is  calculated  : —

or,  the  weight  of  carvoxime  expressed  in  grammes,  when 
multiplied  by  0  9088,  gives  the  weight  of  an  equivalent 
amount  of  carvone.  The  results  obtained  were  within  1  per 
cent,  of  the  true  carvone  content.  The  following  are  some 
of  the  results  which  the  authors  have  obtained.

An  Analysis  of  Senega. 

Mr  J.  H.  Scheoeder,  a  Philadelphia  College  of  Phar- 
macy student,  communicates  to  the  Amer.  Journ.  Pharm. 
"a  proximate  analysis  of  Polygala  Senega,"  meaning  senega 
rhizome.  The  more  prominent  points  of  the  paper  are 
the  observations  that  the  drug  contains  fully  20  per  cent,  of 
albuminoids,  and  0  62  per  cent,  of  asparagine.  The  latter 
is  a  common  constituent  of  plants,  but,  as  far  as  we  are 
aware,  has  not  been  specially  mentioned  hitherto  by  senega 
investigators. 

Assay  of  Nux  Vomica. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Smith  suggests  {Am.  Journ.  Pharm  ,  page  189) 
exhausting  the  drug  wiih  10  per  cent,  acetic  acid  and 
evaporating  the  liquid  to  dryness.  The  dry  residue  is  then 
treated  with  ammonia,  and  alcohol,  the  alkaline  fluid  shaken 
out  with  ether-chloroform  to  exhaustion,  the  solvent  evapo- 
rated, and  the  alkaloidal  residue  titrated  with  decinormal 
acid.  The  principal  advantage  of  the  method  is  that  the 
acetic-acid  menstruum  completely  exhausts  the  drug,  even 
though  the  latter  is  in  coarse  powder,  dissolves  comparatively 
little  colouring-matter,  excludes  fats  entirely,  and  can  easily 
be  got  rid  of  by  evaporation,  without  in  the  least  irjjurirg 
the  alkaloids. 

Test  for  Tonka  in  Vanilla  Essence. 

Evapoeate  the  extract  to  dryness  in  a  water-bath  and 
fuse  the  residue  with  caustic  potash.  By  this  operation  the 
vanillin  present  will  be  converted  into  the  potassium  salt  of 
proto-catechuic  acid,  while  the  coumarin  will  produce 
potassium  salicylate.  Now  place  a  small  quantity  of  this 
residue  in  a  test-tube,  add  a  little  concentrated  sulphuric 
acid,  and  then  cautiously,  in  drops,  an  equal  quantity  of 
methyl  alcohol, and  heat  to  boiling;  methyl  salicylate  will 
thus  be  formed,  which  can  readily  be  recognised  by  its 
odour.  Or,  the  residue  may  be  treated  with  water,  the 
solution  filtered  off,  and  a  drop  or  two  of  ferric- chloride 
solution  added,  when  the  characteristic  violet  colour  of  ferric 
salicylate  is  produced. — Drag.  Ciro. 

Tests  for  Papain  and  Pancreatin. 

Mr.  F.  L.  Harding,  in  a  piper  communicated  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Era,  gives  the  following  distinguishing  tests 
for  these  ferments  : — 

With  Nitric  Acid — Pancreatin :  Yellow  coloration,  with 
flocculent,  permanent  precipitate.  Papain :  Opalescence, 
clearing  with  excess,  yellow  coloration,  and  no  precipitate. 

With  Mercuric  Chloride  Test  Sol,  U.S.P. — Pancreatin: 
Light  precipitate,  slightly  yellow,  remains  in  suspension, 
settling  slowly.  +  HN03,  a  deeper  coloration,  with  flocculency 
remaining  diffused.  Papain :  Heavy  precipitate,  milky 
white,  settling  more  quickly.  +  HN03,  colours  changirg  to 
yellowish,  with  precipitate  dissolving  and  fluid  clearing. 

Stag's  Grease. 

This  grease  is  still  wanted  in  Germany,  and,  like  bear'- 
grease  in  England,  comes  out  of  the  same  pot  as  many 
peculiar  greases  that  are  asked  for — to  wit,  Axungia.  The 
true  grease  is,  however,  of  interest,  and  we  note  here  some 
factors  which  Beckurts  and  Oelze  have  obtained  from  it. 
They  compare  {Arch.  d.  Phar.,  page  429)  the  factors  with 
those  of  ox- fat  and  sheep's  suet : —

Hectograph  Mass. 

The  following  is  a  formula  recommended  by  Pelfz  in 
Phar.  Zeit.  fur  Muss. : — Overnight  steep  1  part  of  gelatine 
in  9  parts  of  water,  and  in  the  morning  add  to  it  ^  part  of 
glue  and  the  same  of  gum  arabic  dissolved  in  i  part  of 
water,  and  1  part  of  granulated  sugar.  Heat  the  mixture 
to  boiling,  add  4  parts  of  glycerine,  and  boil  the  whole  for  a  1 
quarter  of  an  hour ;  then  skim  and  pour  into  a  suitable  tray. 

Liquid  Glue.

Oxalic  ac'.d  3vss. 

Dissolve  the  acid  in  the  water,  and  in  the  solution  steep  the  glue  for 
twenty-four  hours  ;  then  heat  on  a  water-bath  for  five  or  six  hours,  dilute 
with  water,  neutralise  with  chalk,  allow  to  stand  until  clear,  and  evaporate 
the  clear  solution  to  20  oz.

A.  VERNON,  of  51  Ferdinand  Street,  Haverstock  Hill, 
sends  us  the  following  Rales  of  a  Chemists'  Anti-cutting 
and  Early-closing  Association  which  existed  in  Manchester  in 
the  early  part  of  the  century.    The  title-page  is  dated  1826 . 

Rules  Respecting  the  Closing  of  Shops  op  the 
Apothecaeies,  Chemists,  and  Druggists  op  Man- 
chestee  and  salford. 

1.  That  our  shops  be  closed  throughout  the  year  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  Saturdays  excepted,  when  they  shall 
be  closed  at  eleven  o'clock ;  acd  that  not  moie  than  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  be  allowed  for  shutting  up  under  any 
circumstances  whatever. 

2.  That  our  shops  be  closed  on  Sundays  during  Divine 
Service ;  and  open  the  remainder  of  the  day  for  the  sale  of 
medicines  only. 

The  adoption  of  the  preceding  Regulations  for  the  closing 
of  our  shops  having  led  to  the  consideration  of  the  advan- 
tages that  would  lesult  from  a  uniformity  in  the  Retail 
Pbices  of  Deugs,  we  are  of  opinion  that  whatever  tends 
to  give  respectability  to  a  trade  so  intimately  connected 
with  health  as  that  of  a  Druggist  is  of  no  less  importance  to 
the  public  than  to  ourselves  ;  that  in  medicines  where  the 
quantity  is  presciibed  according  to  the  price,  it  would 
materially  conduce  to  uniformity  in  doses  to  have  some 
standard  of  referee  ce  by  which  we  might  be  guided  as  to 
the  price  of  such  articles,  and  that  a  general  agreement  in 
Prices  would  lead  to  a  greater  certainty  of  quality. 
Rules  Respecting  Retail  Peices. 

3.  The  prices  to  be  attached  by  a  majority  of  the  trade  to 
the  Catalogues  piinted  for  us  to  be  our  lowest  Retail 
Prices. 

4.  Every  party  to  these  regulations  who  shall  break  any  of 
them  shall  present  the  trade  with  five  shillings. 

5.  A  Committee,  consisting  of  a  President,  Secretary,  and 
ten  others,  shall  be  annually  chosen,  five  of  whom  shall  be 
competent  to  act;  they  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  as  much 
oftener  as  they  think  proper,  and  shall  have  power  to  call 
what  meetings  of  the  trade  they  think  necessary,  but  not 
less  than  one  in  a  year.  It  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  alter 
prices  from  time  to  time,  subject  to  the  revision  of  the  trade 
at  large  at  the  next  meeting  afterwards  ;  to  collect  the  fines, 
and  generally  to  enforce  these  regulations. 

6.  Any  party  or  parties  feeling  aggrieved  may  appeal  to  a 
special  meeting  of  the  trade,  to  be  called  by  the  Secretary 
at  three  days'  notice,  a  majority  of  such  meeting  to  decide 
finally  ;  and  this  shall  be  the  mode  of  proceeding  whenever 
complaint  is  made  against  any  member  of  the  Committee. 

7.  The  appropriation  of  fines  shall  be  under  the  discretion 
of  the  meeting  at  which  the  Committee  is  chosen. 

8.  Those  articles  marked  as  excepted  in  the  catalogues 
shall  be  left  wholly  at  the  discretion  of  the  seller ;  the  Com- 
mittee shall  at  all  times  have  power  to  add  to  the  list  of 
exceptions,  but  no  article  shall  be  brought  under  the  rule 
except  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  at  a  general  meeting. 

9.  Wholesale  business  to  be  excepted  ;  but  the  proof  shall 
■be  upon  the  seller,  subject  to  an  appeal,  as  in  Rule  VI. 

10.  Should  the  Secretary  decline  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
trade,  any  six  Druggists  shall  have  the  power  to  do  so. 

11.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  supply  any  de- 
ficiency in  these  rales,  which  shall  be  binding  unless  reversed 
by  a  general  meeting. 

12.  The  name  of  any  person  applying  to  be  admitted 
into  this  Society  shall  be  proposed  by  any  member  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee,  and,  if  approved  by  a  majority, 
he  may  become  a  member  on  his  paying  the  sum  of  two 
guineas. 

Lastly.  Though  it  is  evident  that  the  mode  of  detecting 
a  breach  of  the  rules  must  vary  according  to  circumstances, 
yet  it  is  recommended  that  any  who  suppose  such  breach 
has  been  committed  should  take  steps  to  ascertain  the  fact, 
and  in  case  of  a  violation,  to  make  complaint  to  the  Secre- 
tary, who  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee ;  and  it  is 
hoped  that  any  member  who  may  from  apparent  necessity 
or  inadvertence  have  trespassed,  will  remember  that  the 
whole  is  an  engagement  of  honour,  and  handsomely  come 
forward  to  comply  with  whatever  he  has  signed. 


WE  mentioned  recently  that  Mr.  Leo  Atkinson,  pharma- 
cist, was  to  assist  Dr.  Chisholm  Williams  in  a  lecture 
at  New  Cross  Hall  on  "  Rontgenograpby."

It  will  be  seen  that  Mrs.  Darling's  gloved  hand 
shows  bones,  ring,  and  glove-buttons,  but  no  trace  of  flesh 


The  other  skiagraphs  are  of  a  serpent,  mouse, 
and  baby's  foot,  the  last-mentioned  showing  the  y  onng  or 
incompletely  ossified  bones  (compare  with  the  hand).

THE  market  remains  quiet  in  all  departments,  and  no 
drysaltery  or  spice  sales  have  been  held  this  week. 
To-day's  drug-sales  were  quite  as  large  as  had  been  ex- 
pected ;  the  tone  was  rather  dragging,  only  236  out  of  a 
total  of  974  lots  included  in  the  catalogues  being  sold.  The 
principal  changes  in  the  maiket  generally  are  as  follow  : — 
In  chemicals  we  have  to  report  a  rather  steady  market, 
with  slightly  improved  quotations  for  benzols  and 
sulphate  of  ammonia.  Arsenic  is  still  rather  scarce. 

The 
maiket  for  fine  chemicals  is  practically  without  any  feature 
of  interest.  Cream  of  tartar  is  slightly  better.  Citric  and 
tartaric  acids  unchanged.  Qainine  has  a  dragging  sale,  and 
camphor  is  again  somewhat  easier  for  certain  German 
brands.  In  drugs  also  there  are  few  features  of  interest. 
Cape  aloes  firm,  but  without  change  in  price.  Gum 
ammoniacum  steady.  Buchu-leaves  steady ;  considerable 
sales  have  been  made  after  the  auctions.  Tolu  balsam 
firm.  Siam  benzoin  about  31.  cheaper  for  fine  quality,  while 
Sumatra  gum  of  good  quality  is  also  about  10s.  easier. 
Crude  camphor  shows  a  slightly  firmer  market.  Carda- 
moms sold  well,  and  at  higher  rates  for  good  qualities. 
Calumba  is  firmer  and  in  improved  demand.  Cassia  fistula 
quiet.  Colocj  nth  remains  dear,  both  for  Turkish  and  Spanish. 
Jalap  neglected.  Ergot  of  rye  shows  no  improvement  on 
the  recent  low  quotations.  English  extracts  are  likely 
to  be  fully  maintained  in  price  for  the  new  product,  which 
will  be  put  cn  the  market  shortly.  Gamboge  is  easier. 
Gentian  steady,  and  dark  sorts  of  gum  acacia  quite  10s.  lower. 
Honey  remains  cheap  for  most  varieties.  Brazilianipecacuanha 
unchanged.  Colombian  rather  lower.  Kamala  and  kola-  nuts 
dull  of  sale.  Musk  slightly  easier  for  first  pileTonquin  pods. 
Myrrh  remains  extremely  low  in  price.  Menthol  slow  of 
sale.  Nux  vomica  remains  very  cheap.  East  Indian  castor 
oil  scarce  and  firmly  held.  Essential  oils  mostly  unchanged. 
Citronella  oil  is  somewhat  dearer.  Cassia  fistula  lower.  Star 
anise  also  tending  easier.  Patchouli  oil  firmly  held  and 
tending  upwards.  Orange-peel  quite  neglected.  Patchouli- 
leaves  scarce.  Ehubarb  very  slow  of  sale.  Tinnevelly  senna 
in  small  supply  at  firm  rates.  Jamaican  sarsaparilla  dearer. 
Saffron  maintains  the  recent  advance.  Squillsjand  Chinese 
soy  are  neglected.  Tamarinds  may  be  had  ^cheaply,  but 
vanilla  realises  high  rates.  Certain  varieties  |ofiv  bees- 
wax are  rather  easier.  In  the  outside  market  there  have 
hardly  been  any  changes  since  our  last  report.  Zanzibar 
cloves  remain  dull.  Pepper  unchanged.  Shellac  rather 
firmer.  Chinese  galls  are  slightly  easier  for  shipment,  Per- 
sian firmer  on  the  spot.  Linseed  oil  slightly  easier.  Rape 
unaltered,  both  for  crude  and  retired.  Cotton-seed  oil  easier 
for  crude,  and  steady  for  refined.  Cocoa-nut  oil  shows  no 
change,  nor  do  palm  or  olive  oils.  Turpentine  is  slightly 
firmer,  at  19s.  Qd.  to  19s.  10^d.  for  American  spirits. 
Petroleum  unaltered  ;  American  at  5{^d.  to  G^d.  according  to 
brand ;  Russian  5~d.  to  5^d.  per  gallon.  The  Bank  rate 
remains  at  2  per  cent.,  and  Dar  silver  has  slightly  improved, 
being  31ld.  per  oz.

We  hear  on  very  good  authority  that  the  German  camphor- 
refiners  have  agreed  to  meet  their  colleagues  from  other 
countries  at  Pam  to-day  in  order  to  try  to 
c  Campi]pp  arrange  term?  for  a  new  convention  in  the  re- 
onven  ion.  gnecj  Arxxg.  The  only  one  of  the  English 
refiners  whom  we  have  had  an  opportunity  of  sounding  on 
the  question  since  the  report  reached  us,  states  that  his  firm 
know  nothing  of  the  meeting,  and  would  take  no  part  in  it 
anyhow,  as  they  do  nob  wish  to  have  any  definite  agreement 
with  their  German  colleagues.  The  German  refiners'  agents 
in  London  also  profess  ignorance,  but  there  are  indications, 
nevertheless,  that  an  arrargement  such  as  that  referred  to  is 
about  to  be  tried,  even  if  to-day's  meeting  leads  to  no 
immediate  results. 


As  some  of  the  parties  connected  with  this  (now  happily 
settled)  dispute  have  endeavoured  to  throw  doubt  upon  the 
The  Citro-  correctness  of  our  announcement  of  last  week 
neiia-oil  relating  to  the  terms  upon  which  the  incident 
Dispute.  was  closed,  we  may  state  that  Messrs. 
Domeier  &  Co.  confirm  the  accuracy  of  our  statement  in 
every  respect,  and  that  they  have  shown  us  the  memorandum, 
dated  May  20,  and  signed  "  Wm.  W.  Green,"  in  which 
Mr.  Green  confirms  the  terms  of  settlement  verbally  agreed 
upon  between  himself,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Treatt,  and  Mr. 
Domeier,  earlier  on  the  same  day.  This  document  states 
that  Mr.  Treatt  agrees  to  give  to  Messrs.  Domeier  &  Co. 
"  approved  commercial  citronella  oil  of  direct  import  from 
Ceylon"  against  two  of  the  contracts  in  dispute,  while,  with 
regard  to  the  third,  Mr.  Treatt  agrees  to  refuEd  the  money 
and  take  back  the  oil.  Mr.  R  C.  Treatt  further  undertakes 
to  pay  the  arbitrators'  fees  and  the  analysts'  fees,  and  it  is 
agreed  between  the  parties  that  "  no  other  questions  are  to 
be  raised." 

But,  although  the  D jmeier-Treatt  case  has  thus  been 
settled,  we  understand  that  more  is  likely  to  be  heard  with 
regard  to  yet  another  parcel  of  citronella  oil,  purchased  from 
Mr.  Treatt  by  the  London  representatives  of  one  of  the 
largest  German  essential-oil  firms.

strong  camphoraceous  cdour  and  taste.  Ihe  older  druggists 
recognised  the  article  (which  has  not  been  seen  on  the  open 
market  for  many  years)  as  "  camphor-seed,"  at  one  time  a 
regular  article  of  trade.  The  seeds  are  those  of  Am o mum, 
cardamomum,  Willd.,  the  "round  cardamom "  formerly  not 
unfamiliar  on  our  market,  and  are  closely  allied  to  the 
official  cardamom  in  medicinal  properties.  In  the  south  of 
Europe,  in  fact,  we  believe  that  they  are  (or  were  when 
available  in  trade)  often  used  as  a  substitute  for  the  tiue 
cardamom.  The  habitat  of  the  parent  plant  is  Sumatra, 
Java,  and  the  other  Malaysian  islands,  which  accounts  for 
the  importation  of  the  parcel  via  Rangoon  instead  of  from 
Ceylon  or  Southern  India.  The  fruit  has  sometimes  been 
imported  in  the  cluster  form  in  which  it  grows,  and  which 
has  earned  for  it  its  French  name  of  "  Amome  en  grappes."

Antimony  is  a  little  dearer ;  35m.  per  100  kilos,  is 
asked  for  crude  to-day.  Linseed  oil,  as  well  as  Cotton-seed 
■  oil,  is  flat;  linseed  oil  is  freely  offering  at  38m.  per  100 
-kilos.,  refined  cotton  oil  at  33m.  per  100  kilos.  America 
has  sold  very  large  quantities  of  cotton  oil  for  June-July 
.shipment  to  Hamburg  below  English  prices." 

The  Amsterdam  Market. 

Our  Amsterdam  correspondent  writes  that  the  auctions 
of  Java  cinchona-bark  to  be  held  on  June  11  will  comprise 
5,087  bales  and  350  cases,  together  517,529  kilos.,  of  which 
'485,539  kilos,  are  from  private  plantations  and  the  remainder 
from  the  Government  gardens.  The  analyses  have  not  yet 
been  completed.  Including  the  above-named  quantity,  the 
'first-hand  stock  at  Amsterdam  now  amounts  to  13,249 
packages,  including  from  1  000  tj  1,200  packages  of  drug- 
gists' barks. 


The  Smyrna  Opium-market. 

Our  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  May  16  that,  fol- 
lowing upon  the  excitement  of  the  week  before,  the  market 
has  become  extremely  quiet,  and  sales  do  not  exceed  10 
cases,  at  from  8s.  6d  to  9s.  2d.  per  lb.,  according  to  quality. 
The  position  is,  on  the  whole,  fairly  good.  There  are  many 
large  and  wealthy  holders,  v»  ho  are  determined  to  maintain 
the  prices  if  they  can,  and  reports  as  to  the  growing  crops 
generally  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  next  harvest  will 
be  a  small  one.  Stocks  are  falling  also  in  Smyrna,  and  in 
London  and  the  Slates  they  are  known  to  be  very  small. 
There  are,  however,  a  few  small  holders  who  are  hard 
pressed  for  money  by  their  clients  in  the  growing  districts. 
According  to  another  report,  the  news  from  the  opium- 
districts  is  encouraging  ;  rain  has  fallen  everywhere,  and  in 
some  quarters  it  is  prophesied  that  the  crop  will  be  half  as 
much  again  as  that  of  1895.  We  must  add,  however,  that 
this  view  is  at  variance  with  the  opinions  of  all  our  other 
informants.  An  cfflcial  report  from  Usknb,  in  the  district 
of  Salonica,  states  that  almost  the  whole  of  the  opium- 
crop  has  been  destroyed  by  cold.  All  the  October  sowings 
and  the  greater  part  of  the  March  sowings  have  perished, 
and,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  area  under  opium  has  been 
greatly  increased  on  account  of  the  want  of  remunerative 
prices  for  cereals,  it  is  expected  that  the  yield  this  year  will 
scarcely  be  one-tenth  of  that  of  1895. 

The  American  Drug-market. 

Our  New  York  correspondent  writes  on  May  20: — The 
market  is  dull.  There  are  small  lots  of  Balsam  copaiba 
arriving,  and  owing  to  the  limited  supplies  there  are  anxious 
buyers,  but  no  details  as  to  price  or  quality  have  been  re- 
ceived from  importers.  Prices  remain  firm.  Peru  balsam  is 
very  scarce  ;  genuine  is  quoted  at  $2  to  #2.10  per  lb  ,  and 
Tolu  45c.  to  50c.  per  lb.  Bayberry  bark  is  still  low,  3|c. 
being  the  quotation,  while  Cascara  sagrada  is  in  light 
demand,  but  prices  are  firmly  maintained  at  4c.  to  5c. 
Sassafras  is  steady,  at  from  7c.  to  10c.  per  lb.  Eeports  are 
arriving  from  various  sections  of  California  announcing  a 
decidedly  short  crop  of  Honey,  with  the  prospect  of  a  corre- 
sponding advance  in  price.  The  demand  for  Newfoundland 
cod  liver  oil  has  waned,  current  prices  ranging  from  85c.  to 
#1.  Oil  of  peppermint  is  firm,  owing  to  unfavourable 
reports  from  the  growing  mint  districts,  as  well  as  to  the 
improvement  in  demand.  Oil  of  spearmint  is  in  good 
request,  and  is  quoted  at  #2.15  bulk,  and  #2.25  for  H.G  H. 
Oil  of  wintergreen  in  tins  is  quoted  at  #1.25  to  #1.30,  and 
for  artificial  goods  60c.  to  70c.  per  lb.  Jalaj)  quiet.,  at  10c. 
to  12c.  Mandrake-root  scarce,  4c.  being  the  quotation. 
Mexican  sarsaparilla  without  interest,  and  nominally  quoted 
at  5c.  to  5^c.  Senega  (Western)  is  in  slightly  improved 
demand,  prices  being  20^c.  to  22£c.  Arrivals  of  Chicle  gum 
are  heavy ;  34c.  is  the  lowest  quotation.  Sales  of  7  000  lbs. 
are  reported  at  35c.  to  36c.  Beeswax  is  in  better  demand, 
at  30c.  Opium  is  dull,  the  only  conspicuous  feature  being 
absence  of  orders.  Case  lots  are  quoted  at  #2 10,  but 
#2.7^  would  probably  be  accepted.  The  recent  arrivals  cf 
new  Angostura  tonca  beans  amounted  to  about  70,000  lbs. 
Prime  old  stock  is  held  at  #2.25  ;  new  stock  values  not  yet 
quoted. 


Novusinb  is  the  name  of  a  French  stain- remover  for 
gloves,  hats,  &c,  which,  on  analysis,  has  been  found  to 
consist  of  saponin  3  5  parts,  water  65  parts,  95-per  cent, 
spirit  35  parts,  benzin  894  parts,  and  oil  of  mirbane  6  5  parts. 

Compound  Nationality.— An  inqusst  was  held  on 
March  28  concerning  the  death  of  Mary  Castella  Madonna 
Grove,  aged  28,  housekeeper  to  Mr.  Edward  Thomas  Harley, 
chemist,  Mare  Street.  The  deceased,  it  appeared,  fell  down 
dead  in  the  Bethnal  Green  Eoad  fin  Tuesday  last.  Mr. 
Harley  said  she  had  been  his  housekeeper  fcr  twelve  years. 
She  was  part  English,  part  Italian,  part  French,  and  part 
Zulu.  Her  grandfather  was  a  Zulu  who  came  to  England. 
He  was  supposed  to  be  a  Zulu  prince,  and  used  to  walk  about 
Old  Ford  covered  with  feathers.  Deceased  was  a  pre- 
possessing woman,  and  a  good  amateur  actress  Dr.  Robert 
Surne  stated  that  death  was  due  to  heart  disease  and  chronic 
meningitis.

British  v.  ;Foreign[Drug-trade  in^  New  Zealand. 

Sib, — Kefeiring  to  Dr.  Bakew  ell's  letter,  and  the  remarks 
thereon,  published  in  jour  journal  of  February  22,  duly  to  hand 
this  day,  I  can  endorse  the  doctor's  statements  in  every  par- 
ticular, as  I  find  tbat  the  British  manufacturers  and  merchants 
think  that  when  they  have  sent  cut  a  price-list  and  circular 
puffing  their  goods  (and  these  things  they  do  most  liberally, 
greatly  to  my  advantage  in  tbe  matter  of  fuel  for  my 
laboratory  fire)  they  have  done  all  that  is  possible  to  obtain 
the  custom  of  buyers  in  this  colony  ;  but  other  people  act 
differently.  The  Germans,  by  appointing  resident  agents, 
who  keep  some  stock  and  full  lines  of  samples  of  the  goods 
they  deal  in,  and  whose  representatives  are  continually 
pushing  business,  the  terms  being  "Prices  quoted,  delivered 
to  carrier  in  Auckland  or  elsewhere,  cash  on  receipt  of 
goods."  The  Americans  do  their  business  in  another  manner 
— viz.,  they  have  agents  carrying  samples,  and  making  regular 
calls  on  likely  customers,  quoting  prices  for  their  products, 
delivered  in  Auckland  or  any  of  the  principal  cities.  When 
they  have  taken  an  order  they  leave  an  invoice  of  the  goods 
to  be  received,  and  on  delivery  the  purchaser,  being  satisfied, 
pays  their  agent  in  the  nearest  city  the  price  marked  on 
invoice,  with  duty  added,  the  selling  firm  paying  packing, 
bottles,  freight,  fee.  The  business  methods,  quality  of  goods, 
care  and  exactness  displayed  by  both  German  and  American 
houses  leave  nothing  to  be  desired. 

Per  Contra. — The  British  manufacturers  and  merchants 
overwhelm  possible  and  impossible  buyers  alike  with  tons 
of  printed  matter,  got  up  regardless  of  cost,  and  then,  in 
most  cases,  they  sit  down  and  "  wait  until  the  apples  drop 
into  their  mouths,"  or,  in  other  words,  until  orders  ccme  to 
them,  with  the  natural  result,  in  these  days,  tbat  they  do 
not  receive  half  what  they  would  do  under  a  more  sensible 
method  of  doing  business.  And  if  they  do  send  a  repre- 
sentative to  solicit  orders  in  the  drug  and  allied  businesses 
the  prices  quoted  are  values  in  London,  which  may  some- 
times suit  buyers  resident  in  Auckland,  Dunedin,  or  Welling- 
ton ;  but  for  those  who  live  away  from  these  places  they  are 
useless,  the  expenses  of  agency  and  difficulties  of  the 
Custom  Houses  amounting  in  many  cases  to  more  than  the 
English  cost.  And,  moreover,  most  of  the  tools  and  utensils 
required  in  the  drug- business,  as  well  as  other  trades,  are  of 
obsolete  patterns — the  same,  stupid,  old-fashioned  thiDgs  as 
I  used  as  an  apprentice,  only  made  of  worse  material,  and 
badly  finished.  Therefore  I  and  others  use  American, 
German,  and  French  manufactures  for  daily  use,  and  they 
do  the  work  well  and  quickly. 

I  have  of  late  years  found  great  difficulty  in  procuring 
from  New  Zealand  wholesale  druggists  good  articles  of 
English  manufacture,  although  I  can  get  any  quantity  of 
trash. 

If  you  please,  ycu  may  show  this  letter  to  anyone  inte- 
rested, or  publish  it  for  the  information  of  those  concerned, 
as,  although  New  Zealand  is  only  a  small  place,  the  treat- 
ment it  receives  shows  why  the  foreign  manufacturer  and 
merchant  flourish  to  tbe  loss  of  the  English  people.

Sib,—  A  little  flutter  has  teen  caused  here  by  D  .  Bake- 
well's^reply  to  the  circclar  issued  by  the  Colonial  Office  on 


the  subject  of  trade  relations  between  the  mother  country 
and  the  colonies.  Possibly,  like  some  other  chemists  in  this 
colony,  I  read  the  reply  with  a  little  surprise,  and  felt  a 
little  mortified  that,  after  being  actively  engaged  for  over 
twenty-one  yefirs  in  business  here,  I  should  know  so  little 
about  the  proceedings  of  the  English  and  foreign  wholesale 
houses  and  the  nature  of  the  business  done  by  them. 

What  about  the  authority  for  the  doctor's  statements  1  And 
what  is  the  value  to  be  attached  to  them  1  Let  us  see.  A 
pardonable  ignorance  is  admitted  by  those  friends  to  whom 
you  submitted  the  reply  in  question  as  to  the  locale  of 
Devonport,  and  we  may  reasonably  infer  that  no  less  ignor- 
ance exists  as  to  the  writer  and  his  qualifications  for  posing 
as  the  exponent  of  the  views  of  a  large  section  of  the  trading 
community.  Devonport,  then,  is  a  suburb  of  Auckland 
across  the  harbour,  and  bears  much  the  same  relation  to 
that  city  as  does,  say,  New  Brighton  to  Liverpool.  It 
is  not  a  place  of  business  or  manufactures,  but  simply 
of  residences  where  Auckland  tradesmen  go  to  sleep 
and  breakfast,  and  where  they  keep  their  families.  Dr. 
Bakewell  has  during  his  twenty- three  years'  residence  in 
New  Zealand  emigrated  from  the  south,  pitching  his  tent 
here  and  there  en  route,  till  Auckland  is  reached.  It  is- 
reasonable  to  infer  from  this  that  he  has  not  been  so  far 
satisfied  with  his  success,  and  that  therefore  he  looks  upon 
things  generally,  as  touching  that  profession,  from  a  preju- 
diced view-point.  He  has  occupied  no  public  or  official 
position  that  entitles  his  views  to  be  received  with  confidence 
beyond  filling  the  role  of  a  dispensing  doctor  and  buying  a 
certain  amount  of  drugs  annually ;  his  business  experience 
is  necessarily  limited.  So  much  for  the  authority.  Now  for 
the  statement  that "  Americans  and  Germans  have  succeeded 
in  establishing  a  trade  here  for  articles  which  are  manufac- 
tured in  the  United  Kingdom."  Speaking  from  the  stand- 
point of  an  experience  much  wider  than  that  of  Dr.  Bakewell's 
— for  it  embraces  both  wholesale  and  retail  trade,  and  goes 
as  far  back  as  his — I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the 
doctor  is  greatly  mistaken.  These  countries  are  undoubtedly 
making  strenuous  efforts  to  oust  the  English  firms,  and  the 
country  is  overrun  with  their  travellers,  samples,  and  litera- 
ture. Mr.  Charles  Sharland  has  clearly  indicated  the  nature  of- 
the  trade  done  with  American  houses — that  it  consists  chiefly 
of  proprietary  goods,  patents,  and  the  galenical  specialities 
of  a  very  limited  number  of  firms.  Added  to  these,  there  is 
a  small  trade  done  in  druggists'  sundries,  but,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  glassware  and  rubber  goods,  these  do  not  meet  the 
requirements  of  our  market  and  are  not  much  in  demand. 
Still,  the  many  little  pharmaceutical  labour-saving  appli- 
ances turned  out  by  our  American  cousins — of  which  suppo- 
sitory and  tablet  machines  may  be  taken  as  examples — meefr 
with  a  ready  sale.  To  this  extent  only  Americans  do,  per- 
haps, "  more  readily  adapt  their  manufactures  to  the  special 
wants  of  colonists."  They  are  mere  inventive  than  English- 
men and  more  zealous  in  pushing  their  inventions.  American 
sundries,  drugs,  chemicals,  and  galenicals,  excepting  those 
named,  have  not  at  the  present  time  displaced  those  of 
English  make,  and  it  is  not  likely  they  ever  will. 

German  galenicals  have  of  late  been  very  much  pushed 
here,  especially  tinctures,  and  as  they  are  sold  at  cheap 
prices  customers  are  not  waiting ;  I  am  afraid  I  must  say 
that  doctors  are  large  consumers  of  them.  Chemists,  as  a 
rule,  refuse  to  take  German  preparations  of  any  kind, 
and,  speaking  for  myself,  I  would  not  give  them  shop- 
room.  Tbat  country  seems,  however,  to  have  almost 
a  monopoly  of  the  trade  in  such  lines  as  fine 
chemicals  and  dye-goods.  Their  toilet-articles,  brush- 
ware,  and  fancy  goods  generally  are  frequently  to  be 
seen ;  but  the  legend  "  Made  in  Germany "  does  not 
find  favour  either  with  retailers  or  their  customers.  Contin- 
ental-made surgical  instruments,  alluded  to  by  the  doctor, 
are  a  comparatively  new  line  out  here.  A  certain  German 
firm,  resident  in  Auckland,  have  lately  been  "booming"  a 
consignment  of  foreign  instruments;  from  what  I  know  of 
medical  men  here  I  should  say  with  no  very  startling 
success.  "  Made  in  Germany  "  is  no  more  a  recommendation 
with  surgeons'  instruments  than  it  is  with  dregs.  Still,  the 
cheap  prices  may  cause  a  certain  amount  of  goods  to  change 
hands,  but  even  that  is  insufficient  evidence  on  which  to 
found  the  statement  asserted  in  the  doctor's  letter.  Very 
complete  stocks  of  the  best  EDglish  makers'  instruments  are 
carried  by  the  local  wholesale  houses,  for  which  they  cannot 
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ask  excessive  prices,  as  the  lists  so  lavishly  supplied  to 
medical  men  by  the  home  makers  act  as  a  check  upon  fancy 
prices. 

Taking,  then,  the  whole  business  done  with  the  drug-trade 
and  the  medical  profession  by  American  and  German  houses, 
I  am  of  opinion  that  it  bears  but  a  very  small  proportion  to 
that  done  by  English  firms ;  and  that  so  long  as  the  latter 
push  their  business  on  legitimate  lines,  with  due  regard  to 
the  wants  of  their  customers,  foreign  houses  have  no  show. 
I  entirely  deny  the  truth  of  Dr.  Bakewell's  three  reasons — 
viz  ,  "  that  foreigners  push  their  trade  with  greater  activity, 
energy,  and  enterprise  ;  that  they  supply  articles  as  good  as 
the  British  at  a  lower  price,  and  better  articles  at  the  same 
price  ;  and  that  they  more  readily  adapt  their  manufactures 
to  the  special  wants  of  their  customers."  The  doctor's  ex- 
perience in  business  matters  is  extremely  limited,  and  he  is 
therefore  unfitted  to  speak  as  the  representative  of  any 
section  of  the  trading  community.  His  assumption  "  that 
foreigners,  particularly  Americans  and  Germans,  have  suc- 
ceeded in  establishing  a  trade  here  for  articles  that  are 
manufactured  in  the  United  Kingdom  "  may  be  taken  for 
what  it  is  worth. 

Oar  Government,  unfortunately,  has  of  late  placed  many 
restrictions  on  the  progress  of  trade.  The  501.  poll-tax  on 
"Commercial  travellers  is  an  unjustifiable  impost,  and  un- 
paralleled, I  believe,  in  the  history  of  commerce  ;  there  is 
also  an  income-tax  levied  on  the  business  done  in  the  colony 
by  English  firms  who  are  represented  by  a  resident  agent 
keeping  samples.  There  are  high  Customs  duties,  amount- 
ing in  some  cases  to  40  per  cent.,  as  in  medical  goods 
bearing  a  proprietary  name  ;  and  the  law  is  strained  to  its 
limit  to  get  the  uttermost  farthing  out  of  importers ;  and 
there  is  also  the  withdrawal  of  the  bond  manufacturing. 
These  restrictions  are  bound  to  have  an  adverse  influence 
upon  trade,  and  if  British  manufacturers  find  a  diminishing 
quantity  in  their  annual  returns,  it  will  not  be  altogether 
attributable  to  foreign  competition,  but  in  part  to  the  short- 
sighted policy  of  our  "  Liberal  "  legislators,

Malt  Extract. 
Sis, — Mr.  Conroy,  in  his  paper  in  your  issue  of  May  2' 
comes  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  diastase  that  promotes 
granulation  of  malt  extract.  We  do  not  know  why  he 
arrives  at  this  conclusion.  We  have  seen  samples  that 
contain  no  diastase  whatever  granulate,  whilst  we  have  in 
our  possession  samples  of  full  diastasic  power  twelve  months 
old  perfectly  clear  and  mobile.  It  is  an  established  fact 
that  maltose  in  aqueous  solution,  after  loDg  keeping  or 
when  treated  with  an  acid,  is  converted  into  dextrose,  and 
the  equation 

C12H23On  +  H,0  =  206H1206 

represents  the  action  which  actually  takes  place  to  a  limited 
extent.  The  whole  of  the  maltose  does  not  undergo  this 
change ;  hence  we  get  a  mixture  of  dextrose  and  maltose, 
the  action  causing  the  mixture  to  solidify.  It  may  be 
possible  that  a  little  levulose  is  formed  at  the  same  time. 
The  real  reason  why  Mr.  Conroy's  non-diastasic  keeps  better 
is  that,  being  evaporated  at  a  high  temperature,  the 
■organism,  Bacterium  lactis,  which  is  always  present  in  malt, 
is  destroyed  or  very  much  weakened,  consequently  no  lactic 
acid  is  formed,  hence  the  change  above  indicated  is  cot 
brought  about  so  rapidly.  We  assert,  however,  that  an 
•extract  of  diastasic  power,  sufficient  to  convert  twice  its  own 
weight  of  soluble  starch,  can  be  made  which  will  keep  free 
from  granulation  and  contain  little  or  no  lactic  acid.

Sir, — To  my  mind  it  is  quite  easy  to  overcome  the  cutting 
difficulty  without  hurting  anyone  in  the  slightest.  Lec 
manufacturers  fix  the  wholesale  price  at  12s.  for  1*.  \\d., 
30s.  f»r  2s.  9d,  and  so  on.    Each  racket  to  bear  a  small 


ticket,  perforated  across,  the  lower  half  of  which  must  be 
torn  off  before  retailing,  and  retained  by  the  seller.  Each 
half  must  be  numbered  by  the  manufacturer,  stamped  with 
the  name  of  the  wholesale  agent  before  collecting  (this  will  save 
the  wholesaler  having  to  open  the  packet,  if  in  dozens),  and 
must  have  the  slip  of  the  retailing  chemist  attached,  or  his 
name  written  across.  The  No.  1  tickets  to  be  worth  Is.  6d.  a 
dozen,  and  the  No.  2  6s.  per  dozen,  these  amounts  to  be 
collected  either  direct  from  the  manufacturers,  or  through 
the  wholesale  houses,  who  will  in  each  case  bind  themselves 
not  to  give  this  discount  to  any  but  registered  chemists. 
Anyone  selling  under  a  shilling  can  easily  be  traced,  and  the 
tickets  repudiated  under  the  conditions  which  could  be  ad- 
vertised in  the  C.  $  D.,  thus  : — The  tickets  issued  by  us  will 
only  be  of  value  to  chemists,  and  only  to  them  while  selling 
at  the  full  printed  price  (or  whatever  minimum  price  is 
fixed).  Grocers  would  at  once  raise  their  price  to  its  face 
value,  and  chemists  would  hardly  be  fools  enough  to  go 
under  it.

Sir, — If  Holloway's  document  does  not  op?n  chemists 
eyes  to  the  real  meaning  of  anti-cutting,  nothing  will. 

Mr.  Holloway's  righteous  spirit  has  been  long  grieved,  it 
would  appear,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  chemists  do  not 
get  the  profit  out  of  his  goods  which  he  considers  they  are 
justly  entitled  to.  In  order  to  rectify  this,  he  arranges  that 
ordinary  chemists  cannot  buy  his  Is  l^d.  articles  ucder  10^. 
each,  and  cannot  sell  them  under  10^d.  A  further  \d.  will 
be  given  when  a  dozen  boxes  are  sold.  Evidently  Mr. 
Holloway  considers  that  a  fair  profit  for  a  chemist  is  \d. 
upon  a  Is.  l\d.  article,  with  a  further  \d.  at  an  indefinite 
date.  Truly  it  was  a  pity  if  a  regret  which  culminated  in 
this  document  kept  Mr.  Holloway  from  that  innocent  sleep 
which  is  supposed  to  be  the  prescriptive  right  of  childhood. 

Chemists  will  note,  however,  that  parties  in  a  position  to 
take  51.  lots  at  a  time — that  means  stores  and  cutting- 
places— can  get,  carriage  paid,  Is.  l\d.  articles  Is.  cheaper 
than  ordinary  chemists.  This  is  a  clear  case  of  encouraging 
stores  and  cutters  at  the  expense  of  chemists,  and  if  Mr. 
Holloway's  document  is  in  any  way  an  example  of  the  line 
manufacturers  are  going  to  take  up,  perhaps  chemists  who 
are  enthusiastic  about  anti- cutting  had  better  reconsider 
their  position.  I  have  had  communications  from  various 
parts  of  the  country  upon  this  subject,  and  I  have  been 
struck  with  this — that  nearly  all  express  the  opinion  that 
the  patent-trade  never  will  come  back  to  chemists.  I 
believe  this  to  be  quite  correct.  Under  no  circumstances 
will  patents  return  to  chemists  in  our  large  centres  of  popu- 
lation, and  these  are  the  only  places  really  worth  coasidering 
in  a  controversy  oE  this  kind.  Any  effort  which  we  make 
to  put  fresh  life  into  the  patent-trade  can  only  add  fuel  to 
to  the  furnaces  oE  our  enemies. 

I  believe  patents  have  seen  their  best  days.  If  the 
present  cutting  gees  on  nobody  will  care  to  sell  them,  and 
if  a  price  is  fixed  which  would  give  a  fair  profit  as  drugs 
go,  every  grocer  and  every  penny  pie  shop  will  take  out  the 
licence  and  bring  the  trade  into  contempt.  Patents  have 
had  the  support  of  respectable  chemists  long  encugh.  We 
will  do  well  to  withdraw  at  this  stage,  and  leave  them  to 
fight  their  battle  under  the  wing  of  the  grocer.  It  is  for  us 
to  exercise  our  energy  in  trying  to  obtain  better  and  soutder 
legislation  in  the  interests  of  pharmacy,  and  to  devote  our 
time  and  attention  to  efforts  in  the  direction  of  bringing 
the  drug-business  back  to  a  position  of  respectability  and 
dignity. 

Of  course,  if  there  is  to  be  a  minimum  price  fixed  for 
patents,  it  is  in  the  interests  of  chemists  that  such  price 
should  be  as  high  as  possible  ;  first,  because  chemists  hive 
a  right  to  a  good  profit  upon  the  few  patents  they  do  sell ; 
and,  secondly,  because  a  high  percentage  of  profit  would 
break  up  the  monopoly  held  by  stores  by  bringing  every 
grocer  and  huckster  into  the  trade. 

One  word  of  explanation  to  many  correspondents  I  have 
never  said  that  manufacturers  alone  are  responsible  for  the 
present  movement.  It  appears  to  have  originated  with 
cutieis  and  manufacturers  jointly,  and  these  are  the  only 
parties  at  all  likely  to  benefit  by  it.  The  only  interest  which 
the  chemist  has  in  the  patent -trade  now,  so  far  as  I  can  see, 
is  that  he  ends  an  a^r  of  rcpectability  to  it  ty  allowing  his 
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name  to  be  uaed  in  connection  with  it.  If  it  were  not 
for  this,  the  whole  trade  in  patents  would  be  carried  on 
outside  the  chemist,  and  I  question  if  he  would  be  consulted 
at  all.

Mr.  R.  S  Farrer,  Stroud,  writes  to  remind  us  that  he 
made  a  strong  effort  to  stop  this  system  of  cutting  six  years 
ago,  and  that  the  very  men  who  then  disapproved  of 
coercion  have  now  started  a  trade-union.  He  told  us  then 
that  when  it  did  come  to  pass  we  would  remember  his 
words,  and  we  are  now  beginning  to  understand  his  letter  of 
March  29,  1890.  The  circular  which  the  wealthy  firm  of 
Holloway  have  sent  out  is  a  wonderful  piece  of  architecture, 
and  he  (Mr.  Farrer)  is  not  going  to  sign  it.  If  he  sells  a 
dozen  boxes  of  Holloway's  pills  he  is  to  get  a  penny  a  box 
on  them,  and  if  he  sells  them  and  recommends  them  like  a 
good  boy  he  is  to  get  a  present  of  sixpence  —that  will  be 
three  half-pence  on  every  box.  Mr.  Farrer  intimates  that 
this  is  not  good  enough  for  him. 

[Our  correspondents  are  unreasonably  severe  on  Mr.  Hollo- 
way's proposal.  Under  present  conditions  minimum  prices 
mean  about  a  halfpenny  profit  on  the  Is.  l\d.  article.  He 
offers  an  arrangement  which  will  at  least  bring  l\d.  profit, 
and  we  understand  that  he  intended  from  the  first,  and  still 
intends,  to  make  this  better  very  soon.  It  is  not  encouraging 
to  other  manufacturers  if  our  correspondents  hunt  out 
defects  in  any  scheme  put  forward  by  specialists  who  show 
themselves  willing  to  take  trouble  on  behalf  of  the  retailers  ] 


A  correspondent,  who  does  not  seem  to  be  very  earnest  in 
support  of  the  anti-cutting  crusade,  directs  our  attention  to 
"  a  capital  article "  (so  he  calls  it)  which  appears  in  the 
latest  issue  of  Newbery's  catalogue  under  the  caption  "A 
Crack  Anent  Cutting."  Messrs.  Newbery  state  that  their 
position  is  largely  that  of  distributors.  They  are  aho  repre- 
sentatives of  various  manufacturers,  some  of  whom  wish  to 
make  fixed  minimum  sellipg  rates,  while  others  (and  the 
majority)  do  not.  They  cheerfully  respect  the  terms  im- 
posed by  the  former,  but  it  is  not  for  them  to  originate 
conditions.  When  co-operation  among  all  traders  in  pro- 
prietary goods  emerges  Protection  may  be  expected  to 
replace  Free  Trade,  and  then,  the  Ideal  having  displaced  the 
Actual,  they  will  be  ready  to  accommodate  themselves  to  the 
new  conditions. 


The  Pronunciation  of  Latin. 

Sib, — Kindly  allow  me  space  to  rectify  a  misapprehension 
as  to  the  gist  of  some  remarks  of  mine  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society  on  Wednesday  last. 

The  pronunciation  of  Latin,  as  being  a  debatable  subject, 
is  far  outside  our  material  interests,  and  did  not  once  enter 
my  mind  on  this  occasion.  My  sole  aim  was  to  show  up 
the  ridiculous  disregard  for  the  true  "  quantity "  of  a 
syllable  in  some  of  the  most  simple  and  common  Latin 
words  that  are  often  in  the  mouths  of  chemists. 

It  little  matters  if  a  man  says  for  "  picis  "  "  pie-siss'  "  or 
"pee-kies/."  He  is  wrong  in  both  cases  ;  nor  am  I  going  to 
imitate  the  right  sound  now,  lest  I  should  get  into  more 
undeserved  disgrace.  So,  "sine"  is  called  "sigh-nee',"  in- 
stead of  "  sin'-ee  "  (sine  loco  sine). 

These  and  other  trivial  things  show  that  at  present  if  a 
boy  must  put  some  Latin  into  his  head,  he  seldom  puts  his 
head  into  Latin.  The  same  superficiality  holds  good  with 
arithmetic,  to  be  remedied  only  by  some  improvement  in 
the  preliminary  training  and  examination,  and  especially  by 
making  it  compulsory  to  pass  this  test  of  his  all  round 
general  acquirements  before  apprenticeship.

An  excess  of  ammonium  citrate  prevents  precipitation. 


77/70.  W.  H.  O. — We  cannot  imigine  what  the  separation 
is  in  the  mixture  of  potassium  iodide  and  dec.  sarsae ,  unless 
it  is  a  fungus,  which  is  almost  certain  to  form  if  there  is  no 
alcohol  in  the  mixture. 


84/20.  W.  A.  S — We  suspect  an  error  in  the  prescription,, 
and  are  endeavouring  to  find  out  for  you.

78/7.— T.  H.  T—  The  method  of  ascertaining  the  flash 
point  of  petroleum  is  set  forth  in  a  schedule  to  the  Petroleum 
Act  of  1879,  and  petroleum  to  which  the  Act  applies  mews 
only  such  mineral  oil  as  gives  off  an  inflammable  vapour  at  a 
temperature  not  below  73°  Fahr.  when  tested  in  the  manner 
described. 


85/30.  Inquirer. — If  you  render  a  certain  medicine 
liable  to  medicine- stamp  duty,  you  cannot  legally  sell 
the  same  medicine  in  another  form  unstamped.  Antifebrin- 
powders,  with  no  admixture,  would  not  be  liable  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty,  however  labelled  or  advertised. 


84/5.  Puzzled. — You  do  not  say  what  the  articles  are 
which  you  want  to  claim  as  fixtures.  Generally  speaking, 
however,  articles  fixed  with  nails  cannot  be  removed ;  things- 
fixed  by  screws  may.

— For  general  use, 
as  in  the  manufacture  of  ices,  there  is  nothing  equal  to  the 
ordinary  freezing- machine  in  which  ice  is  used,  because  it  is 
most  easily  managed,  and  permits  the  use  of  a  simple  con- 
tainer, the  contents  of  which  can  be  stirred  without  fear  of 
being  contaminated  by  any  volatile  tody  such  as  ether  and 
ammonia.  The  ether  machines  are  only  used  for  producing 
small  quantities  of  ice,  and  the  ammonia  ones  for  very  large 
quantities — indeed,  much  of  the  ice  now  used.  Carbonic- 
acid  gas  is  also  used,  as  well  as  air,  the  principle  involved  in 
all  being  that  in  the  expansion  of  gases  cold  is  produced. 
The  same  applies  to  ether.  Unless  you  are  prepared  to  in- 
vest from  2bl.  to  100Z.  (or  more)  in  apparatus  you  should 
stick  to  the  ice-and-salt  method.  The  following  are  the
